Vaude Mob Eying

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Quite a few 
variety turns are giving open-air time 
the once over, orbs being planted on 
fairs at present. While outdoor agents 
are not exactly being flooded with 
“what’s chances?” callers and com- 
municants, the requests om hane are 
numerous enough to Stamp them as 
part of the usual prelim which fore- 
runs movements in or out of show biz. 
The fact that most vaude performers 
are serious about the “save vaude”

has declined steadily since 1929-'30, 
which was a high year for 15 seasons, 
including last season. That year there 
were 54 shows, but since then the 
musical chart has gone down stkadily, 
the figures being 1930-'31, 28; °31-’32, 
26; ’32-'33, 23, and °33-’34, 13. Last sea- 
son there was a slight increase, with 17 
musical premieres. But against this good 
news is the more important factor that 
of the 17 the percentage of failure was 
up, going from 43 per cent to 69 per 
cent, no small increase. In the season 
of °33-'34, when only 13 musicals were 
produced, eight of them were hits, while 
last season’s output of 17 presented only 
five successes. It may be indicative of 
something that the total musical pre- 
mieres for iast season was 31, this figure 
including the 14 revivals (G. & S.). 
The principal reason for the prediction 
that musicals may become extinct, or 
nearly so, is the ever-increasing com- 
petition this form of show is being given. 
That is the same thing that happened 
to vaudeville. Mainly, this competition 
is in the musicfilm, a species of pro- 
duction which scems to be improving 
rapidly, as witness some of the more 
recent of them. As pointed an example 
as may be offered can be found in Eddie 
Cantor. He broadcasts once a week, Sun- 
days, starting soon, makes pictures for 
Sam Goldwyn and is supposed to go into

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—RKO’s prod- 
uct problems have been ironed out “in 
a most satisfactory manner,” said Her- 
bert Bayard Swope, KAO board chair- 
man, this week. Circuit has closed for 
189 features already, and at the time of 
the statement was negotiating for an- 
other 20. Swope said that for the first 
time, “RKO is in a dominant product 
position. Our future ts assured, since 
most of our deals are of long-term 
duration. Further, thru our alliance 
with Fox-Met, we are safe from attack 
in that quarter.” This, of course, means 
that the circuit will not have to battle 
for product in the New York section. 

In Greater New York RKO needs 
204 pictures under the new double- 
feature policy. This requirement will 
be cut down if some of the theaters re- 
turn to a vaude-film policy, which is 
considered quite likely. With 189 pic- 
tures already contracted, the immediate 
need is well covered, and with the 
number pending the total booking call 
will be filled. 

Supply includes the following: RKO- 
Radio, 48 features; Warner, full lineup, 
52 features; 20th Century-Fox, entire 
output, 56 features: Universal, one-half 
output, 18 features, and 15 from Repub- 
lic. The pending deal for 20 is with 
British-Gaumont, and this most likely 
will be set in a few days.

MALLAS, Sept. 28—In a couple of 
weeks Dallas and its residents will be 
abi to drink freely, but in the mean- 
time they have to take it at home or in 
ang one of a few “drug stores.”

This has been going on now for 
nearly half a year. Dallas has come to 
take it as a matter of course by now, 
buy, to visitors it’s quite a something. 

Vexas recently voted to go wet, but 
beipre that obtaining liquor carried with 
it {the usual prohibition difficulties. 
Hofrever, the law permitted drug stores 


to sell hootch on prescriptions. This gave 
@ local man the idea of opening four 
stores, laughingly called drug stores. It 
was possible to obtain medicine in the 
stores, but you had to be sure to ask 
only for one of the dozen or so sundries 
the operator carried to get over the drug 
idea. Enforcement didn’t seem very 
stringent, and altho supposed to be sold 
on a medico’s okeh only, the only thing 
that was missing was a swinging door. 


The swinging doors, metaphorically 
speaking, will come soon as the result 
of the wet vote. In the meantime, a 
number of new “drug” stores opened up 
after the vote, prepared to a chameleon 
act whenethe wet day arrives. When 
indications were certain a couple of 
months ago that Texas would go wet the 
entertainment was added. At first it was 
limited to a singer or pianist or both. 
Then came string bands and the like. 
With repeal there should be plenty of 
work for performers of all kinds.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—The Actors’ 
Forum, insurgent Equity group, will 
continue to hold its own meetings, for 
a while at least, despite the administra- 
tion’s move calling for informal Equity 
discussion meetings at irregular inter- 
Vals, it was decided at a Forum meeting 
this week. Gathering was chiefly con- 
cerned with the administration’s out- 
smarting maneuver and suggested sev- 
eral points which Forumites want in- 
corporated into the routine of the in- 
formal conclaves. 

Maida Reade, member of Equity coun- 
cil who announced at the last general 
meeting that the administration would 
itself call the informal discussion get- 
togethers, was present at the Forum 
meeti and, according to reports, 
agreed with the Forum suggestions as 
to conduct of the discussion affairs. 
Two chief points made by Forumites 
were, first, that each informal discussion 
meeting should have a prepared list of 
items to be discussed, with introduction 
of other subjects also permissible from 
the floor, and second, that each meeting 
should be run by a chairman elected 
from the floor.

Two of Huey Long’s Last Bills 


Affect Amusement S pot Licenses 


BATON ROUGE, La., Sept. 28.—Two 
of 39 new bills “railroaded” thru the 
Louisiana Legislature in its seventh ex- 
tra session of the fiscal year, sent thru 
in record time while the late Senator 
Huey P. Long lay fighting death from an 
assasin’s bullet on September 9, are of 
interest to the amusement field, 

Act No. 36, providing that the annual 
license fee for places of amusements 
be reduced to one-half of the yearly 
rate for operation of six months or less 
in the last half of any year, reads: 

“Section 1.—That the annual license 
fees as set out in Act 46 of 1934 shall 
be and the same are hereby reduced to 
one-half of the amount therein fixed 
in said act when said places of amure- 
ment operate for a period or six months 
or less in the last half of any year. 

“Section 2.—That all laws or parts of 


laws in conflict herewith be and the 
same are hereby repealed.” 
Act. No. 7, providing tn part for the 


fixation of a $5 tax on marble machines 
or other mechanical devices, reads, in 
part: 


“Section 20.—That for keeping billiard 
tables, piveonhold, jennylind, pcol or 
bagatelle tables, tenpin alleys, domino 
tables, miniature pool and billiard 
tables and marble tables or other games 
or devices of similar character, and for 
the operation of mechanical musical in- 
struments of any kind of character by 
depositing a coin in said instrument, or 
from which revenue is derived, a license 
of five dollars ($5) for each such table, 
alley, gallery or mechanical musical in- 
strument shall be paid, in addition to 
any other license paid by the establish- 
ment in which said tables, alleys, gal- 
leries or mechanical instruments may be 
situated. This act shall be effective and 
go into operation on and after January 
1, 1936.” 

Both of these bills were approved by 
the governor two days later. The reduc- 
tion in tax for operation of amusements 
for half year is expected to be particular- 
ly beneficial to carnivals and circuses, 
which route this way only in the fall 
months. 


“Major” Ward Again Convicted; 
Must Keep Away From New York 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—‘“Major” Edith 
Ward, 61-year-old ex-actress, was found 
guilty Wednesday of soliciting funds for 
charitable purposes without a Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare permit. Magis- 
trate Leonard McGee, in Jefferson Mar- 
ket Court, ordered her to pay a $500 fine 


or serve 60 days in the Workhouse. Upon 
assurance from her attorney, Frank 
Kleinhoff, that she would cease local 
activities and return to relatives in 
Cleveland the magistrate suspended 
sentence. 


“Major” Ward was arrested September 
6 at 1107 Broadway, where she is alleged 
to have operated the “Actors' Memorial 
Foundation, Inc.” A welfare depart- 
ment investigator arrested her on com- 
plaint of M. A. Sunstrom, an official of 
the International Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. She had been sen- 


tenced two years ago to pay a $500 fine, 
and on February 9, 1934, was sentenced 
to 90 days for a similar offense. She 
was let out later pending an appeal, 
which she won.

cgle amateur contest winners sather than 
pay, according to theater operators, to 
see professional entertainers. 


Is it because these amateur units are 
skillfully exploited as against a complete 
lack of attention as far as exploitation 
is concerned of professional shows? Is 
it because the public is using this means 
to satisfy its craving for new faces? Is 
it a matter of following the basic im- 
pulse of cheering on the underdog? OR 
Is IT BECAUSE THE KIND OF VAUDE- 
VILLE THAT HAS BEEN SERVED IS SO 
ATROCIOUS THAT ANYTHING IS TO 
BE PREFERRED AS A SUBSTITUTE? 

We can’t supply a precise answer; we 
doubt whether anybody else can. But 
we do know that amateur hours on the 
air over naticn-wide networks represent 
a healthy cut cf dough for the promoters 
and a dangerous neglect of persons who 
have come to look upon radio as their 
source of livelihood. And we are con- 
scious of the terrific drawing power of 
radio as applied to theater box offices. 

They have been telling us that the 
road is dead; that vaudeville is no more; 
that the supply of quickies for double- 
featuring can never be dammed—and 
that the new generation that has grown 
to maturity while America gradually be- 
came gangster and G-man conscious no 
longer expects living entertainment as 
steady fare and is well satisfied with the 
canned product in theaters and the 
etherized equivalent in their homes and 
places of social rendezvous. They are 
wrong on every count and we iook to 
the next few seasons to prove to an as- 
tonished world that the cycles of the 
show business defy mechanization. 


* * * 

We expect touring attractions to come 
into their own—in the varied guises of 
vaudeville, units, “name” road shows 
and ungarnished legit. Nobody who 
reads carefully the accounts of develop- 
ments thruout the country and analyzes 
them can deny in the face of obvious con- 
clusions to be drawn from this fasci- 
nating occupation that we are on the 
verge of an era of “flesh” show business 
unparalleled since 1929. 


The American Federation of Actors’ 
“Save Vaudeville” drive will help con- 
siderably in the matter of awakening 
the public to the real state of affairs as 
regards monopolistic practices of thea- 
ter chains and film distributing organi- 
zations. The rest of the job will have 
to be done by lovers of the theater all 
over the far-flung country. Until now 
the theater lover has been content to 
tolerate the present and hunger for the 
past. A spirited drive, intelligently en- 
gineered, can transform this passive fac- 
tor into a force that will do for the show 
business what increasing confidence on 
the part of the merchant, banker and 
industrialist the past year has done for 
business generally. 

There is indeed plenty to think about 
in the present situation. And it is only 
by the application of sane, unemotional! 
thought to aggressive action that the 
turning of the corner for the “flesh” in- 
dustry will be brought about the sooner.

, battle clears away, as far as the politi- 
cians are concerned they will be just as 
badly off as they ever were. So will it 
be until groups that really represent the 
actor will force them for their own good 
to confine their talents to managers who 
pay off because the public corralled by the 
managers pays off too—at box offices.

‘Talent is still important, of course, but 
talent by itself, localized, is as impotent 
as a Joe Louis without his hands. The 
big “names” that roll up record grosses 
for theaters, both in canned form and 
as stage attractions, are what they are 
because of the powerful exploitation 
machinery beck of them. In radio it is 
the NBC and Columbia networks that 
produce attention-getting personalities 
ina the ether—and eventually in theaters. 
In the few big picture houses still selling 
stage attractions it is the unknown of 
‘ yesterday who played a house for apples 
a season ago who returns with a $5,000 
salary tag after the application of the 
magic touch of a feature spot in box- 

office pictures.

On Broadway today William Edmunds, 
one of the sweetest characters that ever

Will Offer WDAS Defense Aid 


In Action Brought by Waring 


Complete New 
WGN Building 


Public previews attended 
by thousands — formal 
dedication Oct. 1 and 2 


. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 28—The new WGN 
studio building has been completed and 
will be formally dedicated on the nights 
of October 1-2 with two special two- 
hour shows. A select audience has been 
invited to witness the broadcasts on 
both nights. Public previews of the stu- 
dios were held all this week. 


The new building is a four-storied 
Gothic structure, built of Indiana lime- 
stone, and contains six studios of vari- 
ous sizes besides a studio theater seat- 
ing 588 persons. It is planned to admit 
the public once each evening to this 
auditorium by ticket applied for in ad- 
vance. Built at a cost exceeding $600,- 
000, the building is a thing of beauty 
which has been lavishly decorated and 
furnished. The main auditorium has red 
morocco seats, the walls are of powder 
blue with bands of light and the ceiling 
and platform abutments are in silver 
leaf. Rich tapestries, thick carpets and 
endless automatic devices are evident 
thruout the entire structure. The broad- 
casting equipment was especially de- 
signed by Carl J. Meyers, WGN’s chief 
engineer, and built by RCA. 

The Chicago Tribune first became in- 
terested in radio broadcasting in 1922 
when it arranged for time over KYW. 
In 1924 it acquired Station WDAP, lo- 
cated in the Drake Hotel, Chicago, and 
changed the call letters to WGN. In 
1925 The Tribune and its subsidiary, 
Liberty Weekly, Inc., purchased from 
Charles A. Erbstein two broadcasting 
stations, WTAS and WCEE, both lo- 
cated near Elgin, Ill. WTAS, which op- 
erated with 2,500 watts power, was 
changed to WLIB and was alternated 
on_the same channel, 990 kilocycles, with 
WGN until 1927, when it shifted to a 
clear channel of 980 kilocycles and five 
months later to the cleared channel of 
720 kilocycles upon which WGN is still 
operating. Recently the power was in- 
creased to 50,000 watts. 

The station is operated by WGN, Inc. 
Joseph M. Paterson is chairman of the 
board, first vice-president and secretary; 
Robert R. McCormick is president and 
treasurer; W. E. Macfarlane, second vice- 
president; E. M. Antrim, assistant secre- 
tary: D. M. Deininger. comptroller; 
Quin Ryan, broadcast manager; Ed 
Wood, commercial manager; Frank P. 
Schreiber, assistant broadcast manager 
and public relations, and Carl J. Meyers, 
chief engineer.

quabble Over WLW 


May Affect NBC-WOR Talent Deal 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30—A squabble be- 
tween the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany and the Mutual Broadcasting Sys- 
tem over WLW, Cincinnati, and the 
broadcast of the World Series baseball 
games next month, had not been set- 
tled today. NBC wanted the 500,000 
Cincinnati broadcaster on its hookup of 
the broadcast. MBS wasn't releasing 
the station, already committed to its 
network. Games are being sponsored by 
the Ford Motor Company and are going 
on Columbia as well as NBC and CBS. 
The differences may possibly affect a 
pending deal between NBC and WOR, on 
MBS, wherein a talent exchange and 
sales deal would be consummated. 

Reported that the Ford ad agency, N. 
W. Ayer & Son, specified WLW on its 
MBS contract. The station, because of 
its power and coverage, is wanted by 
both chains. Observers felt this present 
question was the possible forerunner of 
future developments. WLW is asso- 
ciated with both chains, as a supple- 
mentary outlet on NBC, but has no con- 
tract signed yet with NBC. With MBS 
steadily adding to its list of commercials, 
the feeling is that a blowoff will have 
to come sooner or later. Others felt that 
WLW might be using Mutual as a sledge 
hammer in its dealings with NBC and 
might be playing one against the other. 

Ford’s broadcast of the games will 
again blanket a vast section of the coun- 
try. In this city, as an example, the 
four major stations, WEAF, WJZ, WABC 
and WOR, will carry the games. Graham 
McNamee, Hal Totten and Ty Tyson for 


NBC; Quinn Ryan and Bob Elson for 
Mutual and France Laux, Jack Graney 
and Truman Bradley for CBS will be the 
various announcers. This means the lis- 
teners will have a three-ply choice of an- 
nouncers. It also means, probably, the 
largest single commercial splash for any 
advertiser—there will be 97 CBS stations 
alone on the hookup. 


NBC-WOR Talent Deal 


The proposed NBC-WOR deal on tal- 
ent would have NBC sustaining acts 
working on WOR. The network has nu- 
merous sustaining contracted performers 
without broadcasting spots or with a 
scarcity of them. This would be reme- 
died by the WOR positions. At the same 
time it would give the indie station 
some name acts, which it can readily use, 
that being one of its problems. Fact 
that the acts may not be broadcasting is 
also a hindrance in the path of an NBC 
commercial sale. In turn, the arrange- 
ment would give NBC a sales commis- 
sion on WOR acts sold to advertisers. 
WOR now has over a dozen of its con- 
tract acts working commercially on NBC 
and CBS. 

Mutual angle enters in that the new 
chain this week installed round robin 
lines among its stations, one-way clear- 
ance having previously obtained, from 
the west east. WOR will now increase 
its sustaining feedings to the stations 
further west and some of these may be 
NBC acts, under the pending deal. Mu- 
tual is now exchanging about 56 hours 
weekly, commercial and sustaining.

“Your orator. Fred Waring, brings 
this, his Bill of Complaint, against 
WDAS Broadcasting Station, Inc., de- 
fendant, and thereupon complains and 
says: 

“1. That your orator is an orchestra 
conductor and substantially the sole and 
exclusive owner and conductor of the 
orchestra known as ‘Waring’s Pennsyl- 
vanians.’ 

“2. That your orator is and has been 
for a long time past a unique and in- 
dividual artist and performer in his field 
as an orchestra conductor, and interpre- 
tive musical artist and has an estab- 
lished reputation, both national and in- 
ternational as such. 

“8. That vour orator’s interpretive 
performances are entirely unique and in- 
dividual to himself and are generally so 
recognized by the public and that they 
are specifically recognizable as his own 
personai and individual interpretations 
and are, therefore, unique. 

“4, That your orator’s orchestra, ‘War- 
ing’s Pennsylvanians,’ is a recognized 
unique body of musicians who, by rea- 
son of your orator’s individual and 
unique talent and interpretation, per- 
form musical works in such a manner 
as to make them recognizable by the 
general public,-and have established for 
Said ‘Waring’s Pennsylvanians’ both a 
national and international reputation. 

“5. That your orator and his orchestra 
has been in the past and are presently 
engaged for his exclusive services in and 
about broadcasting a weekly program by 
@ well-known manufacturer at a very 
substantial fee. 

“6. The defendant, a Delaware cor- 
poration, owns a radio station and is 
engeged in operating the same for profit. 
That in the course of its business it 
features phonograph records to entertain 
the general public, and same are used 
both for sustaining and commercial pro- 
grams. 

“7. That at divers and various times

That the said record when sold 
by the RCA Victor Company, and as 
played by the said cefendant, contained 
a notice to the effect that same could 
not be used for radio broadcasting pur- 
poses, and that the same was used with- 
out the consent of the complainant and 
without an accounting to him for the 
use of same. 

“9. That the said phonograph records 
above referred to are such individual 
interpretations of your orator and he, 
therefore, has a common law right of 
property in and to his individual in- 
terpretation on such records. 

“10. That your orator has never 
granted permission to the said defend- 
ant to broadcast the said records for 
commercial purposes nor has the said 
deferdant ever accounted to your orator 
for the use of such records. 


“11. That the use by the defendant 
for broadcasting purposes of the said 
records is a serious menace to the busi- 
ness, interests, rights, contractual en- 
gugements and income of your orator. 

“12. That to permit the defendant 
to continue the illegal use for broad-

“2. That the defendant be further 
restrained, temporarily until hearing and 
permanently thereafter, from the use of 
any phonograph records made and 
created by your orator, for commercial 
purposes.”

Biz as Non-Network Volume Rose 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—‘“Highlights 
of the Month” for broadcast advertising 
in August, reported by National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters, is as follows: 

“Broadcast advertising during August 
showed less than the usual seasonal de- 
cline, while national non-network vol- 
ume actually rose during the month. 
Gross time sales of the medium amount- 
ed to 85.637,490 and were 3.5 per cent 
below the level of the preceding month. 
National non-network advertising expe- 
rienced a gain of 3.8 per cent as com- 
pared to July. August broadcast adver- 
tising was 48.6 per cent greater than 
during the corresponding month of 1934, 
and 52.5 per cent above the August, 1933, 
level. This is the greatest gain over 
the corresponding period of previous 
years to be recorded since the establish- 
ment of the trade statistics. National 
non-network advertising showed the 
greatest gain, exceeding the August. 1934, 
level by 128.2 per cent 

“Total non-network advertising rose 


13 per cent as compared to July, the 
heaviest gains being made in clear chan- 
nel field. Local station volume declined 
slightly, but remained materially above 
the previous year’s level. Rising volume 
of non-network advertising in the Mid- 
dle West was the factor principally ree 
sponsible for the upward trend in this 
field. Non-network volume in this sec- 
tion increased 19 per cent as compared 
to July. In the national non-network 
field, transcription and live talent vol- 
ume remained materially ahead of the 
corresponding period of 1934, while tran- 
scriptions and announcements showed 
the greatest gains as compared to the 
preceding month.”

cal up 32.3 per cent as against July. Na- 
tional non-network unchanged. Total 
volume 18 per cent over last August.

Arthur Freed, which received 23,910 
credits and sold about 240,000 copies of 
sheet music. Carioca, from Flying Down 
to Rio, also got a good ride with 23,754 
broadcasts and hit less than 100,000 in 
piano copy sales. 

The survey itself was made from a total 
of $7,629 typical programs, using 24,055 
different musical compositions. Only 85 of 
these were performed 10,000 or more times 
on the two networks, and these com- 
prised 16 per cent of the total music 
broadcast. 

That the hit tunes continue to come 
from writers signed by the motion pic- 
ture producers is obvious, while only here 
and there during 1934 did a real hit 
originate in a legit musical production. 
Out of the first 10 hits, Smoke Gets in 
Your Eyes, by Jerome Kern and Otto 
Harbach, who wrote Roberta, and Cock- 
tails for Two, from Murder in the Vant- 
ties, are from* Broadway productions. The 
leading non-production or film tune was 
The Very Thought of You, by Ray Noble, 
and this is said to have sold only 60,000 
copies. 

List of the 25 most played on the air 
is contained in box on this page. Of the 
85 in the total listed by ASCAP, all, of 
course, have been played at least 10,000 
times at key stations or affiliated outlets. 
All authors and composers are well rep- 
resented with no special group holding 
a monopoly.

It 
cost $70,000. A customer can spend an 
entire evening in the house and figures 
that the show costs him nothing—he 
would have to eat anyhow. If Broad- 
way musicals do disappear they may well 
assume this form of production. 

It’s costing more and more each year 
to put om a show. Stars are getting 
fewer, due to Hollywood, and more cost- 
ly. Likewise, the general costs of musi- 
cals have gone up. It is not a field to 
invite new production blood—the greater 
number of the shows of recent years 
have all come from old-line producers: 
Sam Harris, Lawrence Schwab, Max Gor- 
don and one or two others. 

Some claim the French Casino is an 
exception that cannot be cited as a rule. 
Answer is that, on a minor scale, there 
are other cafes and cabarets around that 
definitely affect legit grosses. Further- 
more, there is again the question of 
finances—a picture company can stand 
the loss on a flop easier, obviously, than 
a legit producer or producing company. 

Further facts may be obtained from 
the announced Jist of shows for the new 
season. To date only 16 musicals are 
scheduled, and announcements mean 
little in the legit. This 16 includes 
Jumbo, which is a little of everything. 
It includes one revival, Rose~Marie; Max 
Reinhardt’s spectacle and several shows 
which will probably never get beyond 
the press release stage

Walnut Room, Chicago 


That there is a demand for the less 
sophisticated sort of entertainment 
among cafegoers has been amply demon- 
strated by the patronage accorded the 
Walnut Room of the Bismarck Hotel 
during the last six months. During that 
time Managing Director Eitel has given 
his patrons a show that is different from 
the usual run of night-club floor shows

the past week Nelidoff staged a Scotch- 
Irish show, which gave ample scope for 
the talents of his versatile crew, among 
whom are Lenore Felden, a clever dancer; 
Maxim Kostiluk,. Janina Laboda and 
others. It did seem a bit strange to hear 


them singing My Wild frish Rose and 
dancing a hornpipe or the highland 
fling, but they were, as always, clever, 
picturesque and entertaining, and the 
customers liked their work, which is the 
thing that counts. 

Ably aiding and abetting the Nelidoff 
show, Leonard Keller, talented “tone 
poet,” and his musicians supplied just 
the right sort of music to properly blend 
with the Scotch-Irish theme. Not a 
little of tne success of the shows has 
been due to Keller’s splendid music 

The Bismarck has earned an enviable 
reputation for fine food, and the service 
cannot be excelled.

While a scale of about $4 a night 
is being maintained, there are reports 
of a $2 kickback to agents in some ol 
these dates. 

Detroit has a large number of acts 
unable,to get engagements because they 
have been around the city too long and 
have played all the available spots. De- 
mands are made for new acts periodically 
by agents and there is some opportunity 
for new acts. However, with the excep- 
tion of a few spots, the opportunities for 
permanent employment for any act plan- 
ning more than engagements to break 
jumps are highly improbable. 

Two or three agencies are declining to 
hangle beer garden engagements because 
of the low wage scale.

White House for funds for vaude circuit—unions roar 
as producer attacks crafts—many suggestions offered 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28—The nation-wide campaign to save vaudeville was 
Officially launched Wednesday night with a mass meeting at the St. James 


Theater sponscred by the American Federation of Actors. 


Before an -audience 


of about 1,300, representing the general public, the actor, agent and booker, a 


diversified group of speakers eloquently 
in midportion when a vaude producer 
musicians as detrimental to the field. 
present at the meeting even closer to- 
gether, denouncing any such ideas and 
promising whole-hearted support in this 
movement. A resolution, to be presented 
to President Rovusevelt, was read, and 
petitions, bordering on 100,000 signers, 
were offered in evidence as showing the 
interest of the public in saving vaude. 
Furthermore, Ralph Whitehead, execu- 
tive secretary of the AFA, outlined 
sketchily a plan for government financ- 
ing of a vaude circuit. 


Joe Laurie Jr., executive vice-president 
of the AFA, presided over the meeting, 
calling on Otto Steinert, president of the 
German White Rats Actors’ Union. 
Steinert briefly stated that his organiza- 
tion can be called upon for any help. 
Tom Senna, AFA Boston representative, 
presented the chairman with signed peti- 
tions, and then went on to state that 
Massachusetts now requires that agents 
be licensed and bonded, which was music 
to License Commissioner Paul Moss, who 
was present.» C. B. Maddock, president 
of the Vaudeville Producers and Directors’ 
Association, stated that his organization 
would meet with a “certain party” in 
Washington within 10 days in an effort 
to get some aid for the field. “Vaude 
will come back and must come back,’ 
said Gus Edwards, the next speaker. 


Exhorts Militancy 


Paul N. Coulcher, secretary of the 
Hotel and Restaurant Workers’ Union, 
16, was greeted enthusiastically 
when he stated that the “main purpose 
should be demonstration—not inside but 
outside.” It was his opinion that it was 
about time that the actors did some- 
thing. He furthermore stated that the 
movement cannot succeed unless it has 
the backing of every worker in the city. 
Rex Weber took a bow and said a few 
words, to be followed by John Sullivan, 
representing Local 3 of the Electrical 
Workers’ Union. He, too, favored mili- 
tancy, urging the actors “to parade up 
and down Broadway, don’t be afraid of 
the cops and it’s no disgrace to ride in 
the ‘pie wagon’.” He cited the value of 
publicity and suggested that free shows 
be staged in Longacre Square. Sullivan 
felt that it is all right to ask for vaude, 
but it must be qualified, such as two- 
shows-a-day. He wound up by suggest- 
ing that charitable organizations be en- 
listed into the fight in view of the aid 
given to actors in the past. 


Pat Rooney, speaking briefly, said in 
part, “If you don’t bring back the speak- 
ing stage you will be sitting home five 
years from now listening to phonograph 
records.” License Commissioner Moss 
mentioned that he is an honorary mem- 
ber of the AFA, that the mayor loves the 
people of the theater, and then went on 
to talk about agents. Told of his diffi- 
culties with them and asked the acts to 
help bring the agents to his office to be 
licersed. He didn’t agree with picket- 
ing, and ther went on to say that he is 
attempting to put thru the board of 
Aldermen a bill to permit picture houses 
to play vaude even tho they are not prop- 
erly equipped. 


Bellit’s Attack 


Henry Bellit, vaude producer, disrupted 
proceedings when, after giving his ver- 
sion of the downfall of vaude, centering 
his story on RKO, he remarked that “if 
stagehands and musicians will work for 
the same salaries as vaude acts, then 
more theaters will be opened.” He fol- 
lowed this up by making some remarks 
about the soman appointed to head the 
Federal Theater Project, at which time 


pleaded the cause, a bombshell exploding 
assailed the salaries of stagehands and 
This actually rallied the union forces

order. He was permitted to finish, after 
the audience was pro and con as regards 
his views, and he wound up lightly.

the case of the Billy Rose Music Hall. 
He talked at length of his survey of 
the country and said that he hoped the 
vaude theater project will get under way 
in October.

It’s a gala week at the Roxy for this 
hillbilly-loving reporter, with the WHN 
Barn Dance outfit occupying the stage 
section of the show. Hillbillies and hill- 
billies and then some more hillbillies 
fill up the layout with mountain and 
Western tunes. If you, along with your 
reporter, are a sucker for folk music, 
it’ll be an outstanding show; customers 
who don’t care for such stuff—and there 
are a few crazy people who don’t—had 
better stay away. Those at the first 
show opening day, however, did care for 
it—and in a big way. The layout drew 
rousing hands thruout its length. 

Pappy, Zeke, Ezra and Elton, the 
Westchester hillbillies, are featured, and 
carry the largest portion of the show. 
The act shows off to far better advan- 
tage spotted as it is now in a unit, than 
it did on its own. Zeke’s comedy is far 
more effective dished out in small doses, 
and the whole thing gets over excellent- 
ly.

A French general sends out a dispatch 
that a certain hill, still in the enemy’s 
possession, has been captured. There- 
after, in order to make his threat good, 
he browbeats and bribes his division 
commander, promising him a corps if he 
successfully attacks. The 181st regiment, 
scarred and on its way to leave, broken 
but covered with glory, is assigned as 
the spearhead. The men, weary and 
war-battered, fail—and the _ division 
commander, raging at his defeat, wants 
to have the pitiful handful of survivors 
shot for cowardice under fire. His de- 
mands are finally whittled down to three 


men, picked at random from the regi- 
ment. 


One is a cheap and crazy Parisian 
pimp, too sodden to know enough to be 
afraid. One is a young, fine and intelli- 
gent youth, twice decorated for his 
bravery. One is an upstanding married 
man with four children, considered by 
his colonel the finest soldier in the 
regiment. The formal court-martial is 
hurried thru and the men are shot. They 
must serve as examples to bolster the 
morale of the army, to make the men 
more afraid to turn back than to go on 
and face the hell-fire of the enemy. 

That is the framework of Paths of 
Glory, which Sidney Howard adapted 
from the novel of the same name by 
Humphrey Cobb and which Arthur Hop- 
kins présented at the Plymouth Theater 
Thursday night. Nothing, obviously, 
could make such a tale ineffective, alive 
as it is with the ruthless horror of truth 
—but what could be done to make it so 
Mr. Howard did. It is a slovenly and 
ineffective adaptation. 

Dividing it into many short scenes, 
and evidently seeking to incorporate as 
much of the panorama as possible with- 
in the narrow confines of the stage, he 
has dissipated its power and force. His 
dialog, particularly in the earlier sec- 
tions, is often amazingly stilted and 
false, giving the impression that it was 
taken direct from the novel, sounding 
like something written rather than like 
something to be said. Despite a first 
scene that turns out to be useless, there 
is never built up any real insight into 
these men as persons; there is little if 
any emotional reaction to them as 
human beings, at least until the play 
has almost run its course. And time 
and again effective situations are 
muffed in the writing. Paths of Glory, 
in its dramatic form, seems a tragedy 
of wasted opportunities. 

With all its sound and fury, all its 
roaring guns and moving men, it is 
emotionally all but impotent, its only 
real effect inherent in its tale rather 
than in its writing. In comparison, the 
emotional impact of the ominously 
quiet Journey’s End booms like a tocsin 
across the world. 

Faced with an extraordinarily diffi- 
cult production, Mr. Hopkins has done 
an extraordinarily fine job. It is true 
that Henry Dreyfuss’ inset settings, be- 
fore a blue drop, seem artificial; that 
the direction of the men during the 
scenes on the road is mannered and 
artificial too. But in general, produc- 

ion and direction take all chances that 
are offered. 

The cast is splendid, with the fine 
work of Lee Baker, William Harrigan, 
Myron McCormick, Jerome Cowan, Har- 
old Moffet, George Tobias and various of 
the others standing out. Each really 
deserves a paragraph to himself. 

With the bitter truth inherent in its

Until the curtain rose on the third 
act of Maxwell Anderson’s Winterset, 
presented by Guthrie McClintic at the 
Martin Beck Theater Wednesday night, 
it seemed evident that Mr. Anderson had 
made an outstanding contribution to 
the modern theater (to the universal 
theater, for that matter), a soaring, 
powerful, rock-firm structure that tow- 
ered upward like the bridge in Jo Miel- 
ziner’s magnificent set. Until the 
third-act curtain rose it seemed that 
Mr. Anderson had surpassed all his pre- 
vious work, writing a hard, uncompro- 
mising modern play in a blank verse that 
swirled and flowed in rushing, head- 
long torrents, shot thru with color, a 
rush of strong, raw, powerful poetry. 
It is true that the story is out-and-out 
melodrama, replete with coincidence, vi- 
olence, sudden death and unabashed 
theatrical trickery — but so, for that 
matter, is the story of Hamlet or Romeo 
and Juliet or Macbeth. Even its most 
malicious detractors can do no more 
than call it a Dion Boucicault story told 
with a Shakespearean approach. 

Actually, it is far more than that. 
Mr. Anderson, who years ago collaborated 
with Harold Hickerson of Gods of the 
Lightning, a dramatic retelling of the 
Saccho-Vanzetti case, goes back to that 
case for his source material, and dredges 
from it a frankly melodramatic tale 
that packs within its slender frame all 
surging, cosmic human emotions. He 
tells of the man who knows the real 
murderer of the paymaster, hidden in 
his ghetto cellar under the bridge, living 
in constant fear. He tells of the leader 
of the robber band, released from jail, 
dying of consumption, determined that 
the true story shall never out. He tells 
of the biased judge, driven mad, wan- 
dering the streets and gibbering glib 
justifications of his judicial murder. 
He tells of the dead man’s son (only one 
man was executed in Winterset), a 
homeless outcast hobo, come to wring 
truth from the spill and slime that clus- 
ters at the foot of the bridge. 

That son meets and loves the sister 
of the man who knows too much, thus 
providing a naive, tender and wistfully 
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tentative love story that jars ever so 
slightly upon the framework of the 
play. 

Yet it is this love story which, even- 
tually, grows and grows until it ends by 
plotting out the drama. The son. finds 
out the truth in the dingy ghetto base- 
ment, and leaves while the gangster’s 
henchmen wait for him outside. It is 
the love that has come to him which 
ties his bands. In a last act which is 
weak and repetitious, anti-climactic and 
occasionally downright dull, he falters 
before his love, eventually going into a 
pridge-alley to be shot down. And the 
girl, who unwittingly sent him to his 
death, hurls her defiance at the gun- 
men, and so rushes with him into the 
dark abode of dreams. It is an end 
which has been inevitable since the 
close of the second act; the third act 
adds nothing new, becoming a long 
process of waiting, an impending death 
scene that almost rivals Tristram’s in 
its length. 

And, amazingly enough, the writing 
falls to pieces with the play. The mag- 
nificent language of the earlier sections 
gives place to dull and trite and often 
forced phrases. Its raw strength, its

Treason, by the Rev. Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes and Reginald Lawrence, at the 
Music Box Theater. The Guild had 
originally announced The Taming of the 
Shrew, starting Monday (30) at the 
Guild Theater, as its season’s opener. 
Mr. Hopkins. however, announced his 
own anti-war play, Paths of Glory, for 
September 26, and the Guild immediate- 
ly moved up the date of If This Be 
Treason. It opened at the Music Box 
last Monday (23). 


As almost everyone must know by 
now, it tells the tale of a militantly 
pacifistic President of the United States, 
plunged into an impending war with 
Japan by the acts of his predecessor. De- 
spite the tenor of the country and its 
lawmakers, despite opposition from all 
sides, despite the fact that the Japs take 
Manila and sink a few ships, he refuses 
to move toward war. When the bel- 
ligerent congressmen threaten to declare 
it despite him, he warns them that, as 
commander-in-chief of the arnmiy and 
navy, he will refuse to move a single 
ship or mobilize a single man. 


In desperation he finally goes himself 
to Japan, and his Congress, in his ab- 
sence, declares war. The militaristic 
Japanese dictator refuses to arbitrate, 
but the Japanese people, led by an 
idealistic peacemhker, take things into 
their own hands and avert the war. The 
American people, at the same time, also 
act, quashing the impeachment proceed- 
ings that Congress has instituted against 
the President. 


As may be seen, it is all a pleasant 
and occasionally exciting indulgence in 
wish-fulfillment. If only war might be 
averted as simply as all that! If This 
Be Treason blithely fails to take into 
consideration foreign entanglements (it 
actually has the British ambassador act- 
ing as peace-making mediator between 
the President and the Japanese dic- 
tator!), international economic situa- 
tions (the primary cause of all wars), 
the aims of capitalists with surplus 
manpower on their hands, the power of 
munition makers and other war profit- 
eers and countless similar angles. It is 
all very fine and idealistic (and it may 
manage to keep well-fed Theater Guild 
audiences jittering about it for a month 
or so), Put like all ideals it is of the 
stuff that dreams are made. As a pos- 
sible solution to a practical and highly 
urgent problem it is useless. 

It is its implicit belief in its own 
practicality that damns it. Fantasy in 
the theater, of course, is one of the 


methods of the theater’s escape func- 
tion, but fantasy as a solution to a very 
real and grimly earnest problem is some- 
thing else again. It is all fantastic, but 
the extra-wild fantasy of the last act, 
laid in Japan, allows the entire play to 
fall to pieces. In that act the Japanese 
pecple refuse to follow their militaristic 
leaders’ demands—and it is a fact that 
six Japanese extras refused even to play 
those parts until the Japanese embassy 
told them they might. In the face of 
that, what chance has If This Be Trea- 
son’s wistful little message for peace? 

As propaganda, it has the same fault 
that this corner has consistently found 
in Communistic propaganda plays: it 
will fail to convince a single spectator 
who was not already convinced before 
the first-act curtain arose. The others 
will see the play’s President as a weak 
and meddling fool—and they will point 
out that his ultimate victory is a very 
fantastic affair indeed, entirely en- 
gineered by the wish-fulfillment mech- 
anisms of the authors. As peace propa- 
ganda the emotional reaction packed 
into one flat statement of war's horrors 
such as Journey’s End is worth all the 
pleasant dreaming in a crateful of I/ 
This Be Treasons. 

As a play, it has occasional passages 
of bad craftsmanship, and many really 
exciting theatrical scenes. It is good 
(if unimportant and overpretentious)

Inexperienced dramatists (and ex- 
perienced dramatists too, for that mat- 
ter) often stub their toes on the stum- 
bling block of first-act exposition. the 
painful duty of getting across to the 
audience the events and _ situations 
which lead up to the events contained 
in the play. Leonora Kaghan and Anita 
Philips, who wrote A Touch of Brimstone, 
which John Golden brought to his name 
theater Sunday night with Roland 
Young as star, stubbed their toes pretty 
badly. Their first-act exposition, un- 
fortunately, takes up their entire play. 
A Touch of Brimstone is a prolog in 
three acts. 


Telling of a famous and extremely 
mad theatrical producer, they are said 
to know a great deal about their sub- 
ject. That may be, but as yet they 
know not a great deal about playwriting 
—at least judging from the evidence 
at hand. Chiefly, they tell of the pro- 
ducer’s relations with his wife, brow- 
beaten but still loving him, as he goes 
along his crazy, headstrong course, loak- 
ing down at infinitesimal humans clus- 
tered about his feet. He is opening 
a production in London, and he sails 
without his wife, taking along, however, 
his pretty young star, who is engaged to 
his wife’s brother. All the satellites, 
sensing a new favorite, snub the wife 
unmercifully. 


Altho during the trip the expected 
comes to pass, the producer finds that 
he does love his wife and sends for her, 
posthaste; the satellites, seeing the new 
position of affairs, hasten to curry fa- 
vor. But the actress, going quaintly 
and melodramatically mid-Victorian, 
efeels unworthy to marry her fiance, and 
ends by telling the producer’s wife all 
about it. Whereupon the latter finally 
breaks her bondage—evidently more be- 
cause her husband has hurt her brother 
than because of her own treatment— 
and goes off with a wandering newspa- 
per man who is in love with her. The 
producer is calling for steamship tickets

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Inside sources give reliable reports that the federal 
government is planning a thoro investigation of the picture producers’ organiza- 


tion, the Hays office. 


It is said that the Department of Justice has obtained 


plenty of material, all the information needed, as a result of the St. Louis block- 
booking suits. Action is scheduled. according to inside, for December of this 
year, just as soon as Congress can get to it after reconvening. This may be the 


second government investigation 
scheduled for the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, which will in- 
Girectly affect radio stations and net- 
works. However, if Hays story is true, 
the picture gang will be on the defensive, 
which does not obtain in the phone look- 
over. 

Important angle in connection with 
the purported inquiry is the fact that 
Charles Pettijohn, of the Motion Picture 
Producers’ Association, made a trip to 
Hyde Park, N. Y., before President Roose- 
velt returned to Washington on the 
start of his trip to the Coast. Pettijohn 
failed to see the President, and this 
failure to achieve an audience with him 
is pointed out as bearing out the Presi- 
dential attitude. 

Naturally, such a once-over of the 
Hays group will tickle plenty of ex- 
hibitors, especially the group that has 
been battling the producers steadily. 
The recent publicity given business ex- 
ecutives’ salaries is also a point to con- 
sider in view of the stipends drawn down 
by some producer bosses. 


All Detroit Houses IA 


DETROIT, Sept. 28.—All theaters in 
Detroit have now signed up with Local 
99, IATSE, Roger Kennedy, business 
agent, said this week.- The first-run 
houses signed up with no change in the 
Wage scales, while in other houses a 
slight adjustment upward was made. 
This was solely to put all contracts on 
an even dollar basis, with all wage rates 
which had formerly been figured in odd 
cents being boosted to the next higher 
dollar figure. 

An important change in working con- 
ditions was made, by which the 11:30 
p.m. closing time was set as standard for 
all theaters, an optional midnight clos- 
ing allowed for individual houses on a 
pro rata wage basis. The former wage 
scale allowed a 15-minute cumulative 
leeway, which has been abolished. How- 
ever, Kennedy pointed out, the theaters 
are actually saving money under the 
pro rata agreement, since the extra half 
hour is now to be paid for at straight 
time instead of at overtime rates as 
heretofore.

Battle for Sundays 
In Chattanooga 


CHATTANOOGA, Sept. 28.— Despite 
the “hell-fire” threats of Chattanooga 
pastors, an ordinance permitting the 
Sunday opening of movie houses is 
expected to pass its second reading when 
the city fathers meet again next Tuesday. 
The ordinance, suddenly brought up last 
week, passed the first reading three to 
one, with Mayor Ed Bass, who is known 
to favor it, absent from the session. 

After this Chattanooga pastors took 
to their pulpits and to the air to oppose 
the Sunday opening, threatening all 
kinds of dire things if the shows were 
allowed to operate in competition with 
churches. At a meeting of the Chatta- 
nooga Pastors’ Association it was de- 
cided to go before the commission next 

yeek and lodge a formal protest. A reso- 

tion was adopted declaring that “Sun- 

ay movies are unwarranted, unneces- 
Sary and undesirable.” There were three 
clissenting votes to the resolution. 

The ordinance, short and to the point, 
provides that it “shall be lawful for any 
person, firm or corporation conducting 
or operating any theatrical or motion 
picture entertainment to open same to 
public and sell tickets of admission 
thereto on Sundays between 1 p.m. and 
11 p.m.” It will become effective two 
weeks after final passage.

old-Howard Hughes features. Reissued 
by Atlantic Pictures, of which R. M. 
Savini is sales manager, four of the 
Hughes films have already grossed over 
#200,000 in repeat territories. Pictures 
are Hell’s Angels, Scarface, Sky Devils 
and Front Page. 

Atlantic, which makes specialty of 
bringing out big pictures for repeats, 
took the Hughes productions after 
United Artists got thru with them and 
claims to be no less surprised than the 
rest of the trade on the excellent reports 
coming in.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 28—The work- 
ing plan agreed on by Frank Gillmore 
and the Screen Actors’ Guild will be 
submitted shortly, it is understood, to 
the Equity council in New York, when 
Gillmore returns.

Screen Guild is also thinking over a 
recently received proposition whereby an 
affiliation would be made between the 
Hollywood organization and British Ac- 
tors’ Equity. It is seen as a method 
whereby the actors’ groups would be 
considerably strengthened, especially 
since American and British interchange 
of actors is steadily increasing. Like- 
wise, the actors would be in a stronger 
negotiating position. If it goes thru, it 
means that members of the two groups, 
when “orking in the jurisdiction of the 
other, would be under the latter’s regu- 
lations and regarded, more or less, as 
members thereof. Obviously, also, such 
a tieup would strengthen actors’ posi- 
tions generally in the field of largest 
employment.

Exhibs and: Producers Note 
RKO and Loew Double Bills 


New York move by two leading circuits attracts nation- 
wide attention to the about-face policy—small producers 
expect to reap huge benefits with fair product

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—The sudden about-face by both Radio-Keith-Orpheum 
and Loew’s, Inc., in adopting double features for the majority of their houses 
and thereby virtually giving the competing indies and smaller circuits a dose of 
their own medicine, has attracted the attention of exhibitors all over the country 
and not a few of the smaller producers in Hollywood. The exhibjtors are anxious 
to see how it will work out and whether the two dominating factors in New York 


will stick to their program for any length of time. 


other hand, knowing the limitations of 
production on big features, naturally see 
a new outlet for their product. 

Considerable speculation appears to be 
abroad, particularly anent the move of 
Charles C. Moskowitz who, among other 
duties, has charge of the Loew theaters 
in the metropolitan area. Moskowitz 
only recently authored a letter to The 
Herald Tribune in which he denounced 
the double-feature evils and outlined his 
reasons for being strongly against it. 
At the Philadelphia hearings before the 
State Supreme Court, which is to decide 
the dual bills in that State, RKO and 
Loew's attended and objected strenuous- 
ly to the practice. 

It now appears that both RKO and 
Loew’s are giving out excellent reasons 
why they should play two pictures on a 
bill. On occasion, when a real hit at- 
traction is released, the subsequent runs 
will be tried without another feature. 
However, it is the consensus of opinion 
that once patrons get used to the two- 
for-one process, with some shorts thrown 
in for good measure, the single feature, 
no matter how strong, will not draw 
them in. 

Release of such pictures as Top Hat 
in Boston is also being awaited with spe- 
cial interest. Some exhibitors who know 
the city are laying heavy odds that the 
local patrons are so used to getting their 
money’s worth they will pass up any- 
thing that is not double as to films. 
They believe they can outwait the pro- 
ducers and distributors and eventually 
see the big hit and still get another pix 
thiown in. 


Small Producers Happy 


Smaller producers who put out prod- 
uct that sometimes never sees the light 
of cay or heads right into small money. 
now see thcir way clear to selling all 
of their productions to co with the sec- 
ond, third and fourth runs of the super- 
specials. The use by RKO and Loew’s of 
additional features in approximately 90 
hovses around New York alone will step 
up the gold in coffers of the small pro- 
ducers. 

One side of the story is that RKO 
and Loew's held out as long as possible 
on the dual features and when the op- 
position constantly did good business, de- 
cided to out-double-feature them, in the 
hope that ultimately they might force an 
arrangement with the small circuits and 
indies to lay off the double features here 
and there.

heady power leaves it, and it remains 
merely raw. Its iron-thewed poetry dis- 
appears, fading into a forced and pallid 
word-dreaming. It is .a disappointing 
end. 

But the early structure of the play. 
despite all that, still stands strong and 
fine and entirely admirable, a magnifi- 
cent theatrical achievement. Mr. An- 
derson takes his tawdry tale and mukes 
of it something cosmic and tremendous. 
He pours upon it the finest poetry that 
the modern stage has known, bright 
with sharp stabs of wit, somber with 
brooding bitterness. colorful with raw 
and uncompromising power. If, later. 
he veers around sharp corners of senti- 
mentalism; if, later, both his action and 
his Muse tire and grow dull, that may 
be freely forgiven for the magnificence 
of his opening passages, which present 
a rare, amazing and overwhelming the- 
atrical experience. 

Mr. McClintic’s production in every 
way does full justice to the finest things 
In the play. The splendid setting con- 
tributed by Jo Mielziner has already 
been mentioned in passing: it really de- 
serves an entire section to itself. The 
cast, with only one or two exceptions, ts 
beyond reproach—beyond criticism, al- 
most. Burgess Meredith, as the son. 
turns in a performance of power and 
beauty that matches Mr. Anderson’s fin- 
est writing. It will be, undoubtedly. 
one of the finest performances of this 
or any other season. Richard Bennett 
gives an amazingly effective portrayal 
as the mad judge—tho he mars his work 
on occasion by speaking too quietly for 
the large confines of the Martin Beck 
Eduardo Cianmnelli, as the gang leader. 
speaks some of Mr. Anderson’s finest 
lines, and speaks them magnificently 
Others contributing outstanding work 
include Theodore Hecht, Harold JOohns- 
rud and Anthony Blair. 

The young lady who calls herself sim- 
ply Margo, who started out as a dancer 
and who reached dramatic eminence 
with her work in the Hecht-MacArthur 
film, Crime. Without Passion, plays the 
girl, for the most part rather monot- 
onously. Anatole Winogradoff, as her 
father, to whom are intrusted many 
lines packed with thought and deep

Public Menace is a fairly entertaining 
hoked-up newspaper - gangster meller, 
but with no box-office numes in the cast 
it will need support. Jean Arthur and 
George Murphy are the two leads, and 
while both do the best they can, im- 
plausible characterizations hold down 
their efforts. They do impress, tho, as 
tho they might make a good team if 
given a buildup. Miss Arthur is lovelier 
than ever, while Murphy, a former danc- 
er, is extremely pleasant and has a per- 
sonality that’s bound to get the custom- 
ers liking him. Miss Arthur, incidental- 
ly, is improving steadily as an actress.

melodrama up to its last act. In the 
last act the wild fantasy kills even melo- 
dramatic belief. 

The playing is splendid, with a large 
cast, headed by McKay Morris as the 
President, doing a fine job. Morris 
gives a sincere and vastly effective per- 
formance, marred only by an occasional 
unctuous inflection. Others who stand 
out include Hunter Gardner, Walter N. 
Greaza, Boyd Davis, Leo Curley and 
Charles Bryant. The direction of Harry 
Wagstaff Gribble is intelligent and ef- 
fective, making full use of all possible 
chances for excitement or theatrical ef- 
fect. 

It is a pleasant melodrama, one con- 
taining a message that is woefully 
needed by the world today. But, in view 
of the size and scope of that message, 
the play seems pitifully inadequate, sub- 
stituting dreams for what we know must 
come to pass. Even the massed reactions 
of the populace cannot stop wars. We 
must make them unprofitable first— 
and we must educate the great masses 
of people until they can no longer be 
stampeded by the beating of a drum or 
the hollow rattling of catch phrases in 
the mouths of politicians.

Written, played, directed and pre- 
sented with loving care and understand- 
ing, Remember the Day is a play worthy 
of clicking on a hard-boiled street. 
Sentimental, yet not overly so, it is an 
excellent job done on a difficult task— 
that of portraying the thoughts and 
actions of a 13-year-old schoolboy, with 
all the intensity of that age. The play 
suffers from but one thing, lagging spots 
here and there that result in about 15 
or 20 minutes of overtime. Had the 
authors or Melville Burke, the director, 
seen this, it would be an improved of- 
fering. As it is tho, this still can be 
done, and it is a certainty that anyonc 
going to the National will be held by 
its present tenant. It should be espe- 
cially attractive to women. 

There are few more difficult tasks in 


the writing field than that of getting 
youngsters down in black and white or 
putting words in their mouths as actors. 
Pictures have tried it time and time 
again and failed in most cases. With 
all due regard to the great god box 
office, even Miss Shirley Temple and her 
vehicles fare no exception. And even 
when a playwright is successful, if only 
to an extent, then the child actors spoil 
things. But Remember the Day got a 
break all around—it has none of these 
handicaps and, to boot, some grand 
writing and acting. in its kid parts. This 
is one of several strong elements of ap- 
peal—one of the reasons women will 
like it. 


In a prolog, epilog and five scenes of 
the three acts the Higley-Dunning play 
tells the story of young Dewey Roberts, 
his puppy love crush—and how intense 
they can be—for his teacher, and the 
tragedy also of the teacher. Young 
Roberts is a sensitive, intelligent kid, 
and early falls in love with a new 
teacher, Nora Trinnel, exquisitely played 
by Francesca Bruning. When she falls 
in love with the manual training 
teacher, Dan Hopkins (Russell Hardie), 
it gives the kid a case of juvenile heart- 
break. He decides to leave the small 
school in his home town and, as his 
parents originally decided, go to board- 
ing school. Hopkins is forced to leave 
the school because the scatterbrained 
daughter of the head of the school 
board has deceived her father into 
thinking that Hopkins has taught her 
fast living, etc. He has told Miss Trin- 
nel he is leaving to accept a better job 
in the West Indies, and she believes it 
until Dewey’s mother unwittingly spills 
the beans. This is one of several beauti- 
fully played scenes. 


The prolog and epilog are timed as of 
today, the play itself in Dewey's child- 
hood. In the prolog, in a Washington 
hotel, Roberts, a successful shipping 
tycoon, is paged by many, while Miss 
Trinnel, elderly and spinsterish—she 
never saw Hopkins again—waits to see 
him. In the epilog she meets him. It’s 
@ scene that couldn’t help but be writ- 
ten with a heavy gob of sentiment, as he 
first decides to skim over her appear- 
ance, changes his mind when his mem- 
ory recalls some of their early conversa- 
tions, and changes his mind again when 
business calls him away. 


From young Frankie Thomas as 
Dewey right down to every bit in the 
cast the acting and casting are Grade 
A. Of the kids Charita Bauer, Mary Mc- 
Quade and Joe Brown Jr., with the next 
largest parts, are capital. The same ap- 
plies to Jane Seymour as Dewey's 
mother, while Thomas pere sparkles as 
his stage father, a moderately success- 
ful Midwestern business man. Jessamine 
Newcombe has captured the part of the 
domestic true to the line. Young 
Thomas depicts Dewey so well that it 
couldn’t be done better, and the young- 
ster can chalk up another victory. 
Russell Hardie is forthright and 
“healthy” as the manual training 
teacher and athletic coach. 


It’s a draw between Francesca Bruning 
and Thomas Jr. for the acting award of 
the play. Hers is a part which an actress 
could have overplayed and ruined. In- 
stead a restrained and intelligent por- 
trayal is given, played from deep within 
in one of the finest pieces of work seen 
on the stage in a long time. It is an 
outstanding characterization. 


Remember the Day should be a front 
runner for the Pulitzer Prize—if a 
Minsky show doesn't win it this year.

Applied psychology is a wonderful 
thing. Among its achievements, accord- 
ing to current opinion in the Dramatists’ 
Guild, is the ability to pit itself success- 
fully against the gun-toting frenzy of 
America’s ace killer, stepped direct from 
the front pages and The Petrified Forest 
into the action of Blind Alley, a play by 
James Warwick, presented by James R. 
Ullman at the Booth Theater Tuesday 
night as his first solo production. For 
the benefit of those who remember the 
badman in The Petrified Forest, Blind 
Alley could very nicely be subtitled Kilier 
Mantee at College. 

For Hal Wilson of Blind Alley is simply 
Killer Mantee under a new alias. When 
he walks onto the stage and into the 
home of Professor Anthony Shelby he 
is the same fellow who blasted his way 
into enforced sanctuary last year in an 
Arizona filling station, come to the pro- 
fessor’s home for the same purpose. Even 
the same points are made: that he is one 
of our few remaining individualists and 
all the rest. 


But in Blind Alley Wilson-Mantee be- 
comes the central character. The point 
of the plot (the entire plot, for that 
matter) concerns itself with the psy- 
chology professor’s investigations into 
Wilson’s past. Asin The Petrified Forest, 
the gang sits around and talks to its 
victims while waiting for the get- 
away—but here the professor, maddened 
by the killing of a favorite student and 
determined to prevent further blood- 
shed, decides to annihilate the badman 
thru psychological means. Little by lit- 
tle he draws out the bandit’s past and 
the things which have made him as he 
is, and ends by confronting the fellow 
with himself, thus ruthlessly destroying 
his defense-mechanism rationalization. 
Confronted with himself, young Mr. Wil- 
son goes into the next room and com- 
mits suicide. 


There are killings, violence and fights 
(including the first real stage hand-to- 
hand mixup that this reporter has seen 
in years) but they are incidental. 
Primarily the play concerns the break- 
down of the character of Hal Wilson and 
an examination of the forces that have 
shaped him. Unfortunately, those forces, 
tho many, are all of them entirely ex- 
pected. The examination of Mr. Wil- 
son’s mind reveals an Odeipus complex, 
overwhelming hereditary taints, early 
satisfaction caused by yielding to a 
masochist, a streak of sadism, abnormal 
image-substitution, paranoia and a con- 
demnation of the social structure that 
gave him no chance to be other than he 
was. It is a complicated picture, bui 
hardly an unusual one, and since its re- 
construction is drawn out endlessly as 
the play’s main theme it tends materi- 
ally to weaken the drama. Scene after 
scene has the psychologist battering 
down the badman’s reticence and his 
picture of himself, but, scene after scene, 
nothing is revealed that is particulariy 
worth waiting for. It all becomes repeti- 
tious and flat. 

The dialog seldom runs a straight 
course, turning and veering whenever it 
seems ready to make a point, with the 
professor pressing home his shafts end- 
lessly and needlessly. Also, a more or 
less minor matter, the rough-neck dialog 
rings almost as phony as the playing of 
the two chief rough-neck roles. 


Compared with Humphrey Bogart’s 
Killer Mantee, Roy Hargrave’s Hal Wil- 
son is a painted cardboard figure, never 
for a moment anything but an actor 
pretending to be tough. And Ruth Fale 
lows’ gun-moll suffers from the same ail- 
ment, tho in a lesser degree. George 
Coulovris seems to over-emphasize some- 
what the professor, with more suavity 
and less solemn grandeur needed, while 
Katharine Warren turns in a quiet and 
effective performance as his wife. 


By long odds the evening’s best item 
is the direction of Worthington Miner, 
which takes the material at hand and 
makes it momentarily impressive, cre- 
ating suspense, drama and huge effect 
far beyond the seeming potentialities of 
the script. It is conceivable that both 
play and players will receive hosannas 
which by rights should go to Mr. Miner. 
The evening is really his.

EBMA Promises 
Cleaner Shows

Blacklist dirty comics — 
modify stripping—reserve 
decision on Republic case

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—The court hear- 
ing of the complaint against the Repub- 
lic Theater by the License Department, 
involving suspension of the theater’s 
license, came up again Thursday after 
being postponed from Tuesday. Supreme 
Court Justice Dore reserved decision, and 
is expected to give the decision next 
week. In the meantime, with the ac- 
tivity of the License Department as a 
basis for the move, the members of the 
Eastern Burlesque Managers’ Association 
have agreed to clean up their shows. 

The Republic case, coming up in court 
Tuesday after naving been put over from 
Tuesday of last week, was postponed two 
more days when the License Depart- 
ment’s special counsel made the request. 
Priefs were submitted by attorneys for 
both sides, the counsels then elaborat- 
ing on the subject. Justice Dore halted 
the wordy discussion by announcing that 
he was reserving decision. 

At a meeting of the EBMA Tuesday 
night in its offices in the Brill Build- 
ing, presided over by Sam Scribner, the 
manager members agreed on a policy of 
cleaning up their shows. It is under- 
stood that they have compiled a list of 
about a dozen comics who will be kept 
out of the theaters because of their in- 
ability to work clean. Furthermore, they 
agreed that stripping will be modified. 
There will be less strip numbers to a 
show, probably using two and three in- 
stead of four and five as is the case now. 

As Scribner outlined it, the idea is to 
give the old Columbia shows but with 
more rudity. They felt that there is no 
Oobjecticn to nudity as long as it is done 
gracefully. The organization employed 
three men to make a survey of the 
nudity situation and their report showed 
that there is more nudity in legit thea- 
ters than there is in burlesque. How- 
ever, their report indicated that the 
dialog in burlesque “is not nice.”

Gaiety, New York 

(Reviewed Tuesday Afternoon, Sept. 24) 

Broadway’s only burlesque house (at 
least, it’s not on a side street) is getting 
a good play—especially today with all 
the visiting firemen in town for the 
Baer-Louis fight. And the house is giv- 
ing out with good shows, the credit 
going to producer Paul Morokoff. Not 
the spicy kind, but leaning more to pro- 
duction, involving picture numbers, lots 
of singing (good singing) and colorful 
and plentiful costumes and scenery. In 
fact, there are long lapses between strips, 
yet the customers didn’t seem to mind. 


The comics are Irving Selig, Harry 
Evanson and Lee Hickman. They’re a 
pretty good trio and poll good laugh 
returns. Still old material, but the 
suggestiveness brings the belly laughs. 
Selig and Evanson manage to grab the 
bulk of the laughs, altho Hickman isn’t 
any slouch either at tickling the risibili- 
ties. For straights they have Herman 
Perber, Earl Root and Jimmy Francis, 
and you couldn’t want any better trio. 
Besides, several of the girls help out 
capably. 

Stripping is left to Mary Brown, Betty 
Rowland, Evelyn Whitney and Billie 
Halmes. The attractive blond Mary is 
the sole stripper for the first hour, and 
she’s most satisfactory. Betty is a real 
cute number and a versatile little lady. 
Evelyn is a honey of a stripper, with a 
very sweet voice and a grand style of 
disrobing. Billie adds to the nudity 
value with her very clever work. 


Production value of the show is boost- 
ed to new highs with the work of such 
people as Herman Ferber, Kathryn Ir- 
win, Betty Rowland and a colored sing- 
er, a fellow named Smith. Ferber is a 


corking seller of songs, one of the few 
in burlesque who can really sing. Miss 
Irwin, as this reviewer has stated fre- 
quently, is another corking singer and 
she’s class, besides. The lovely Betty 
shows to advantage in her several dance 
routines. The colored chap does nicely 
also in his one singing solo. 

Last but not the least is the 14-girl 
line, a really swell troupe. They work 
like they mean it, which is more than 
you can say for most burlesque choruses. 
And these kids have plenty to do. Show 
runs an hour and 42 minutes exactly, 
which is a long stretch without an inter- 
mission. SID HARRIS.

for himself and wife, despite her de- 
parture, as the curtain fails. What hap- 
pens after that should make a pretty 
good play. 

The dialog is very dull in its efforts 
to be smartly and madly hilarious. Most 
of the important events occur offstage, 
and then the characters stand around 
talking about them. Even the fact that 
the central figure is a great producer 
has to be taken on the say-so of his 
friends. And the attempt to delineate a 
madly amazing manager succeeds merely 
in making him a mildly balmy goof. 

This last, however, is largely due to 
the inspired miscasting which put 
Roland Young in the leading role. Even 
a better play would have seemed pre- 
posterous because of that;-no one can 
believe for a moment that Mr. Young, 
quiet, suave and gentlemanly, is the 
madman that the other characters con- 
tinually call him. A real madman was 
needed. Mr. Young, a fine actor, bases 
his entire method upon effective under- 
playing; boisterous overplaying is ab- 
solutely necessary fer the part. The 
whole thing is like hitching a violin 
string to a bass viol. 

Turning in the best performance of 
the evening and perhaps of the season 
so far is Mary Philips as the wife. Look- 
ing charming and acting as splendidly 
as ever, she does an outstanding job. 
Hancey Castle fails entirely to suggest 
the glamorous young actress, and in ad- 
dition indulges in some pretty phony 
pretending; William Post Jr. is pleasant 
as her fiance, and Reed Brown Jr. is 
pleasant tho seemingly ill at ease as 
the newspaper man; Cora Witherspoon, 
Ryder Keane and Bob Burton contribute 
more or less amusing burlesques in 
minor roles. 

The direction hurts more than it 
helps. The pace is spotty and uneven, 
and the whole thing lacks the coherent 
speed which it so badly needs.

Jed Harris, stirring drowsily after his 
long sleep, brought a play called Life’s 
Too Short to the Broadhurst Theater 
Friday night. Written by John Whedon 
and Arthur Caplan, it is a study of 
unemployment and sex during the Great 


American Depression—and when it sticks 
to its general thesis it is too true to be 
dramatic, entertaining or even comfort- 
able. Ruthlessly depicting the plight of 
millions of Americans, it becomes merely 
@ representation of everyday occur- 
rences, brought momentarily from the 
streets to the theater. When it does not 
stick to its general thesis (and it fre- 
quently does not) it loses its entire 
point in the morass of a personal situa- 


tion. It ends with its bite and bitter- 
ness tangled in a_ specific, picayune 
problem. 


It is the tale of one of those rugged 
individualists who is sweated and ex- 
ploited by the large company for which 
he works and who, adolescent in mind 
and reactions, injects the Old College 
Spirit into the company’s affairs. He is, 
of course, fired after efficiency experts 
decide that his department may just as 
well be cut out entirely. Thereafter for 
seven months he looks for work, his 
mind and body gradually buckling un- 
der the strain, but never for a moment 
disloyal to the system which once 
grudgingly allowed him an almost living 
wage. His wife, who was once the mis- 
tress of one of the firm’s executives and 
of whom he is typically jealous, finally 
gets him his job back thru the good 
graces of her former lover. The hus- 
band, of course, when he hears about it 
flies into a rage, and the wife, mad- 
dened, threatens to leave. He sends her 
away, and as she slams the door (Ibsen's 
Nora was responsible for More than 
Ibsen could ever have imagined) he 
sinks back in despair. 

The wife does get his job back for 
him, but she returns to her former 
flame. He has regained his job but lost 
his wife, and the final curtain has him 
mulling over the bitter reflections which 
his wife’s loss has raised. He has at 
least partially awakened — but his 
awakening has come not from a realiza- 
tion of the economic situation, but sim- 
ply thru the loss of his wife. That is 
an amazingly weak conclusion. 

Without damning the piece as a play. 
this corner feels that the general facts 
brought out by the authors are too 
devastatingly common to make for the- 
atrical entertainment. In true tragedy 
we are lifted out of and beyond our- 
selves by surging and cosmic emotion. 
Life’s Too Short presents only the dull 
and dispiriting, inarticulate and faintly 
ridiculous struggles that we see endlessly 
repeated in life itself. Even in the best 
portions of their play the authors have 


indulged not in theatrical art, but 
Merely in theatrical photography. 
Judged simply as a play, Life’s Too 


Short must still be considered a not 
entirely perfect example of theatrical 
craft. Its mechanics are ancient and 
creaky and it continues a long while 
after it is over. It has, however, some 
extremely amusing lines—and its devas- 
tating indictment of both exploiters and 
those willingly exploited is a fine and 
stirring thing, spoiled only by the last- 
half emphasis on the specific angles of 
the case. 

Mr. Harris has provided superlative 
direction and cast. John B. Litel, ap- 
pearing as the rugged but starving in- 
dividualist (John Public to you), was 
faced with a badly overwritten and 
sometimes even burlesqued role, and it's 
to his everlasting credit that he makes 
the character not only believable but 
also richly and warmly human. Doris 
Dalton, advancing in rapid strides to a 
position among our topflight actresses, 
varies her last season’s comedy work in 


Petticoat Fever with some very fine 
dramatic pretending as the wife. Leslie 
Adams does a consistently good jok as 
the lover, a job that is studded with 
strokes of acting genius. Priestley Mor- 
rison, deserting direction for acting. 


makes a smug and mealy-mouthed boss, 


a fine and intelligent satire of men who \ 
are their own best caricatures. Prac- 
tically all of the minor roles are excel- 
lently played. 

The significance of the title escapes 
me. On the basis of evidence contained 
in both the play and in life itself it 
would seem that life is far too long.

| WHAT OPERATORS HAVE TO FA 


By RICHARD S. KAPLAN 
NEAA General Counsel 


Lately the NEAA office has been be- 
sieged with numerous letters from op- 
erators and would-be operators who are 
curious to know where they can open 
their shows, what States are closed and 
what's going to happen to the walkathon 
or endurance contest as an industry. So 
that all operators, as well as the others 
affiliated with this form of business, may 
be properly and fully advised regarding 
conditions now existing, I present the 
following important facts: 


At present 24 States are enforcing 


statutes against endurance contests. 
These States include the following: 
Florida Maine 
Wisconsin New Hampshire 
Indiana Connecticut 
Michigan Rhode Island 
West Virginia New Yor 
Virginia Minnesota 
Texas lowa 
North Dakota Ohio 
th Dak Georgia 
North Carolina Kansas 
South Carolina California 
Tennessee Oklahoma 


(about to close) 

Rhode Island carries a 10-hour law, 
New York a 12-hour law, and Tennessee 
a 48-hour law. 

The recent Wisconsin statute bars all 
forms of endurance contests, but makes 
an exception in the cases of roller skat- 
ing and bicycle racing. The Minnesota 
statute bars all endurance contests and 
participation in such endurance con- 
tests, but exempts six-day bicycle rac- 
ing. The Indiana law bars all forms of 
endurance contests, but exempts “the 
ordinary professional sports, college, 
sports and other school __ sports.” 
Many of these State laws, including the 
three just mentioned, are absolutely and 
unequivocably discriminatory and un- 
constitutional and any operator in any 
of these States may, thru a proper at- 
tack, have such statutes declared in- 
valid as being unconstitutional. All of 
this, of course, providing that the proper 
legal attack is made. 

Besides these States, there are many 
cities in States that are open that for- 
bid endurance contests by local ordi- 
mances, one or two of such ordinances 
being perfectly valid, while the majority 
of them are vulnerable. For example, 
one ordinance that requires a $500 a day 
licerse fee, another ordinance that re- 
quires a $50 a day license fee and an- 
other ordinance that forbids endurance 
contests but allows all other forms of 
sports and entertainments. Naturally, 
such ordinances are no good because 
they are not only discriminatory but are 
confiscatory. 

Naturally, the operator at this time 
is being hindered by being unable to 
present his contest in any of these 
States, but whose fault is it? The writer 
warned all operators a year ago that if 
concerted action was not taken more 
than half of the country would be closed 
within a year. This has practically come 
to pass. The writer ventures to say at 
this time that unless such concerted, 
vigorous action is taken by all operators, 
not for the benefit of the other op- 
erators, but for the benefit of every in- 
terested operator himself, this country 
will be closed to all forms of endurance 
contests within the next year or two, 
and the marathon-walkathon will be a 
thing of the past. 

Operators who at the present time be- 
lieve that they can still continue to op- 
erate by “fixes” will find themselves bad- 
ly mistaken. Not only the writer but 
the NEAA as a whole vigorously de- 
nounces any attempt to open a show 
thru a so-called “fix.” If a show can’t 
be continued in a clean, honorable fash- 
ion with the full co-operation of the 
law, then the show should not be con- 
ducted at all. We feel that the endur- 
ance contest can be developed to such @ 
high degree of perfection as to eliminate 
all objectionable features and that the 
show may be operated not only with 
profits to the operator and his associates 
but to the community where the contest 
is being conducted. However, it is agreed 
that there are some objectionable fea- 
tures, but it is also true that objection- 
able features will be found in every game 
or amusement. 

There is no doubt that operators thru- 
out the country are wracking their 
brains in an effort to develop a new idea. 
One operator, namely, George Pughe, has 
hit upon such an idea. In his Derby 
Show, which is now enjoying a phe- 
nomenal run in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
Mr. Pughe has changed the entire com- 


plexion of the endurance contest, tie 
result being that public officials are 
commending him and are attending and 
enjoying his contest. 

Leo A. Seltzer left the endurance field 
entirely and started his roller derby idea 
which proved quite a success in Chicago. 
Such men as Crockett and Hayden, Ross 
and Dunlap, Tebbetts and Swartz are ai- 
ready, no doubt, working on plans for 
bettering and changing the endurance 
contest as it has been known. But the 
result will inevitably be the same. The 
theaters will combat these shows, the 
legal fights will be started and it will be 
a continuous, vicious struggle over and 
over again. These theater managers 
must be shown once and for all time 
that they are not the dictators of the 
amusement world, and that if operators . 
care to run an endurance contest they 
have the right as an American citizen 
to conduct a business on an honorable 
plane as any other business man may do. 

Thus it behooves the operators and 
their associates to get their heads to- 
gether immediately for their mutual pro- 
tection. This does not necessarily mean 
that they join the NEAA or any other 
organization, but that they do band 
together under a common head for 3 
common purpose, throwing their re- 
sources together, forgetting the petty 
jealousies, differences and injuries they 
have sustained and remember only that 
in unity there is strength and that when 
two men are sinking in the midst of an 
ocean those men must help each other 
or they will each drown. This is not the 
time for any operator to strive alone. 


Wisccnsin is ready to be opened when- 
ever an operatcr with the necessary 
financial Means makes up his mind to 
Open that State. The same applies to 
Indiand, to Michigan, to California, Iowa 
and several of the other States. 


I sincerely hope that this will answer 
the many questions buzzing in the 
minds of operators and their employees. 
This office is, at the present time, check- 
ing the entire country and the various 
cities and towns. We are trying to find 
out the exact number of cities and towns 
available to operators, but, of course, it 
is an almost hopeless job, because by 
the time we complete the survey 50 or 60 
more cities and towns may be changea. 

May I therefore again call to the at- 
tention of all operators and emsees the 
need for unified and concerted action 
to the end that this business may be 
saved. Inquiries of any and every nature 
will be welcomed and may be addressed 
to either Don King at the offices of The 
Billboard or to the writer.

stage, Father Guy in the middle with 
the big old dog peacefully reclining at 
his feet, while the entire brood of 
youthful Guys occupy chairs around the 
half circle. There are George, Willie, 
Albert, Charley, Eddie and Arthur. I, in 
my youthful inexperienced comprehen- 
sion, am completely entranced with the 
grandeur of the spectacle! 


Father and Mother Guy were born in 
London, Eng., where they resided before 
coming to America. Pather Guy was an 
experienced printer, while the mother 
taught singing and pipe organ. From 
the mother was probably inherited the 
remarkable talent of the clever family. 
The only other member of the family 
above mentioned was a daughter who, I 
believe, was a nonprofessional. After 
coming to this country they resided in 
New York City; Hartford, Conn., and 
finally settled in Springfield, Mass., 
where George R. and wife now reside. 
Since this early date I have caught the 
show many times, becoming acquainted 
with members of the family, especially 
Albert, who was a pal of mine, and who 
still is accredited with the distinction of 
having been one of the most finished 
interlocutors of all time. It is related 
that no matter what member of the 
company was unable to appear this 
versatile family could at a minute’s no- 
tice fill any vacancy that might occur. 
Where could one find a more snappy 
band leader than “little” Arthur; where 
was there a more proficient manipulator 
of the bones and worthy exponent of 
step dancing than this same 81-year-old 
George R. Guy, the only two remaining 
members of this talented family? In a 
way this Guy family resembled the 
Ringling family and will go down in 
history as par excellent. 


The last time that I saw Willie Guy 
was in August, 1903, in Lancaster, N. H. 
I was arranging the town for my pro- 
duction, The Elite Lady Minstrels, which 
was to follow the Guys. Willie at that 
time, altho totally blind, worked on the 
end in such a manner that few would 
discover his affliction. During the 
afternoon the boys placed a chair on tne 
veranda of the hotel where the poor 
fellow sat and whistled cherrily for his 
own amusement. To me it was pathetic. 
I do not recall meeting the show again 
until the fall of 1921 in Ludlow, Vt. 
George and Charley were doing ends 
and George informed me that business 
at that time was not the best. But 
recently I met Mrs. Mary (Guy) Mee and 
her husband at the Rialto Theater here. 
Mrs. Mee is the daughter of George R. 
Guy. They had motored from their 
home, Springfield, Mass., to catch the 
John R. Van Arnam Barn Dance Frolic 
in which Mrs. Mee’s con, Al Pinard Jr., 
was working. I had a very interesting 
visit with Mrs. Mee, mentioning the old 
days when she was a girl sitting in the 
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front row at her father’s show, closely 
watching every movement of a crrtain 
baton, manipulated by a clever twirler. 
in the hands of a certain Smith. Happy 
childhood infatuation! Mrs. Mee in- 
formed me that her home address was 
13744 State street, Springfield, Mass., 
while that of her father and mother was 
95 Chestnut street in the same city. I 
noticed in The Billboard recently that 
George R. Guy and Mrs. Guy celebrated 
their 53d wedding anniversary at their 
home on June 21. Here’s hoping that 
this grand old minstrel may duplicate 
this event for many years to come.

Jake Posey lost one horse this year, 
which happened on leaving Trindad, 
Colo., when animal was down in the car 
and was dead when train was stopped. 
Merle Rittenour reported one lost from 
the padroom when “Senator” died from 
colic, Bill Curtis completed a big job 
when he had to take green lumber from 
the forest and make into center and 
quarter poles. Red Forbes kept all equip- 
ment in first-class shape in the machine 
shop, while Waxie Olson has been busy 
in harness shop. Many were the com- 
ments Wednesday by visitors from Los 
Angeles that Manager- S. L. Cronin 
should be complimented on bringing in 
the show in such splendid physical con- 
dition.

Weather was ex- 
tremely hot, this no doubt having its 
effect on the trade.

Work for Circus 
Talent Discussed 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Harry A. 
Allen, chairman of the James E. Cooper 
Top, and Melvin D. Hildreth, one of 
vice-presidents of the Circus Fans’ Asso- 
ciation and chairman of its legislative 
committee, on September 24 conferred 
with Lester E. Lang, of the Works Prog- 
ress Administration, in reference to the 
employment of circus performers in the 
recently announced professional workers’ 
project. 

Lang has asked Allen and Hildreth to 
prepare written suggestions on how best 
the administration may serve the circus 
performer and circus technician. It was 
originally intended to restrict the work 
to the legitimate theater and to variety. 
However, as a result of the intervention 
of Washington Circus Fans, of which 
President Hartless enthusiastically ap- 
proves, the circus performer and circus 
technician are to be given a break. 

Many technical details remain to be 
ironed out, especially in reference to 
the employment of more than one mem- 
ber of a family. As explained by the 
Fans, the family is a circus institution, 
and it would be difficult to present an 
act if only one member of the family 
was to be selected. It has also been 
suggested that circus performers be 
grouped as units and routed in such a 
way that they will not interfere with 
either the theaters playing circus acts 
or with indoor circuses, which form a 
winter feature in approximately 50 cities 
in the country. Undoubtedly the pres- 
sentation of such units in the CCC 
camps would be a solution of the prob- 
lem. Certainly the administrators have 
now a complete realization of the im- 
portance of considering the circus per- 
former, and the latter is not to be for- 
gotten in the plans yet to be drafted. 


Ringling-Barnum Jottings 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 28.—The heaviest 
rain of the season fell morning of Sep- 
tember 16 in Kansas City, Mo. Lot was 
flooded in parts to a depth of two feet. 
The site of the cookhouse became an 
island, which interfered very materially 
with the customers’ lunch. Several de- 
partments went to work to drain the lot 
so that the afternoon performance 
started on time, and the night show was 
one of the biggest straw houses of the 
season, reports Charles F. Clarke. 

At 6 o’clock the following morning the 
big pole wagon stood like a ship in dis- 
tress in the midst of the mud and water, 
with 36 horses and 3 elephants doing 
their best to coax the stubborn vehicle 
to leave the quagmire and join its fel- 
lows at the runs.

The Voice of 


Lew Graham 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28—Lew Graham 
passed away secure ih the thought 
thet he took with him the great- 
est announcing voice in the circus 
firmament, which might very well in- 
clude the wide span of all human en- 
deavor where strength of lung happens 
to be an integral part. 

Lew Graham was a heroic figure. As 
one of the most distinguished members 
of the old Barnum show and the Ring- 
ling Bros. and Barnum é Bailey Circus 
for 37 years, he was “typically American” 
—for he came up from the ranks, even- 
tually attaining the maagerial post of 
the Side Show. 


During his announcing regime he did 
not have even a close competitor. He 
was, in short, strictly in a class by him- 
self, excelling in range, quality and 
volume, and, excepting the radio, held 
the conspicuous position of having 
spoken before more people than any 
other person in the United States. He 
did not need the benefits derived from 


the microphone to get himself heard 
with that clarity and timber which 
made him famous. His stentorianism 


will probably never be equaled or even 
approached, 


If Lew Graham had been active during 
the past decade, with its superabun- 
dance of mechanical gadgets and mod- 
ern engineering to lend artificial succor 
to the weakest of lungs, there is no 
telling to what heights he would have 
climbed, but even so he ascended as far 
as any man can hope to go, and in his 
own particular work he was a rarity. 
The chances are that he would have re- 
sented such petty intrusions as public- 
address systems. They were not in- 
tended for this colossus, whose only 
amplification was himself. 

He lived to the ripe age of 73 and died 
secure in the thought that he, more 
than any other herald of the big tops, 
deserved to be classed as the one 
genuine modern counterpart of Stentor 
of Trojan War fame, whose magnificent 
voice must have been heard clear across 
the battlefields described in The Iliad. 
Stentor was a Greek, Graham a Hoosier. 
I'm sure they'll speak the same language, 
however, when they meet Up There. 
Together they are sure to drown out 
all the cacophony which must exist even 
in heaven. 

Lew Graham served the circus with 
distinction and is not likely to be for- 
gotten. LEONARD TRAUBE.

Years With 85,000 Kids’ Day Pull 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 28.—Getting 
under way on Tuesday with ideal weath- 
er, Trenton Fair pulled 85,041 on Kids’ 
Day, leaping nearly 25,000 ahead of last 
year’s 60,348 mark for the corresponding 
day and establishing the best bow-day 
draw in 15 years. On Wednesday, with 
weather even more attractive, turnstiles 
clicked with 23,924 customers, which 
passed last year’s second-day figures by 
a scant 470, but at least it measured an 
improvement. 

Midway, occupied by an immense 
World of Mirth Shows spread, with its 
17 major rides, 4 rid devices and 16 
shows, passed last year’s opening day 
figures by 30 per cent, a confidential 
source revealing a take of $6,100, exclu- 
sive of game and refreshment conces- 
sions, of course. Wednesday’s office 
wagon receipts were about $200 in the 
van, Col. J. Fred Margerum, general 
manager of the fair, issued a statement 
to The Billboard in the presence of Max 
Linderman, general manager of the car- 
nival, declaring that World-Mirth’s ap- 
pearance on Trenton’s midway next year 


needs only the formality of signature. 
Colonel Margerum made the announce- 
ment with the remark that, “this is the 
earliest period at which I have signified 
a contract intention for one year hence.” 

The main and annex sections of the 
grand stand played to better than par 
during the opening days, feature being 
the Candy Hammer-Joe Greer Stampede 
and Rodeo, with 12 events and a large 
personnel of top hands and a variety of 
exhibitions, including a thrilling three- 
team Roman standing race around the 
half-mile track. Band platform was in 
the same spot above the chutes, an in- 
novation introduced last year by Mar- 
gerum, and Everett Johnson and his 
cowboy tunesters again furnished the 
music in their familiar expert style. 
Several injuries occurred in the com- 
petitive events, but none of a serious 
nature up to the first two days. Band 
goes into its usual spot at the Madison 
Square Garden Rodeo in New York next 
month.

Farm machinery men 
doubled their space after a couple of 
bad years due to dry weather and ap- 
parent oversupply of machinery.

AMARILLO, Tex., Sept. 28.—Tri-State 
Pair here on September 14-21 was de- 
clared successful by Wilbur C. Hawk, 
president, and O. L. (Ted) Taylor, secre- 
tary. There was a free gate and attend- 
ance was estimated at 350,000, larger 
than last year, altho a definite compari- 
son is not made because no check was 
made in 1934. Good weather prevailed, 
with only minor duststorms. 


Exhibits were far superior to other 
years and greater in number except in 
the Hereford division; however, the 
Hereford Show was adjudged the best 
ever at an Amarillo fair. That Amarillo 
is in heart of the area so badly swept 
by duststorms early this year was not 
evident at the fair. Agricultural ex- 
hibits showed enormous increase in 
number and were of excellent quality. 
In judging exhibits a system that per- 
mits exhibitors to show in both county 
and individual departments was used. 
Under this way of awarding premiums 
it had been feared quality of exhibits 
would decrease, but it was found that 
it had increased considerably. 


Advertising was confined to newspa- 
pers and radio. As special exploitation 
fair officials set up a $250 cash award 
for the county band coming with larg- 
est delegation. This prize replaced a 
former method of awards according to 
tunes, etc. Secretary Taylor said the 
new plan was in a large measure re- 
sponsible for heavy attendance on sev- 
eral days. A ruling this year was that 
all concessions sell their products for 
not less than 10 cents except ice cream 
and snow ice. Five of the seven were 
set aside as special days. Rule that 
exhibitors could not remove or disman- 
tle exhibits until after 9 p.m. on closing 
day provided an intact fair and met 
great public favor. 


Ten days of running races began on 
Friday preceding opening of the fair, 
with good attendance every day, and on 
closing day there was a record of 6,000. 
Mutuel betting machines averaged $25,- 
000 a day. 

Beckmann & Gerety’s Shows, occupy- 
ing the entire midway, were the largest 
the fair has every played, and gross re- 
ceipts showed a 30 per cent increase over 
that of any shows ever at the fair. 

Harley Sadler-Bailey Bros.’ Circus 
played in the joy zone. This newly or- 
ganized three-ring circus had good busti- 
ness thruout the week. On several days 
two matinees were given. The circus 
staged a parade every day thru the busi- 
ness section and along the route to the 
fairgrounds.

ROCKAWAY BEACH, N. Y., Sept. 28.— 
Gross figures for Rockaways Playland 
the pa$t season were 10 per cent better 
than in 1934, and the seasons of 1933-’34 
were better than 1932, declared General 
Manager Louis Meisel in reviewing busi- 
ness at that spot. . 


“Weather for this season has been 
100 per cent in our locality and we will 
accept the same type of weather for 1936 
without complaint. While we had a 
little rain in June, we went behind only 
about 3 per cent of the same period in 
1934, but from then on weather was 
perfect and continued so until the week 
of Labor Day, at which time we were 
rained out four and one-half days 
straight running, including Labor Day. 
Nevertheless, our gross figures for 1935 
were 10 per cent better than 1934, bear- 
ing in mind that our seasons of 1933 
and 1934 were on the upgrade from 
that of 1932,” he said. 


“Our pool business has fallen off con- 
siderably, but despite that fact our 
gross still maintained itself at 10 per 
cent above 1934. We control all rides 
and the pool. We rode about 165,000 
cash riders more this season than the 
previous year, which in itself presents 
an upward trend in amusement busi- 
ness. Our rides for the most part 
showed an increase, the most outstand- 
ing being the old worn-out but not 
neglected Noah’s Ark. The Whip did 
exceptionally well, with about 35 per 
cent increase. The Funhouse also 
showed 33 per cent above 1934 figures. 
Dodgem, Caterpillar, Pretzel (Ghost 
Train), Lindy Loop Coaster and the 
tilted room known as Tumble Inn ail 
showed favorable increases. With the

The big pavilion was built in 1923 
for about $50,000 and was improved last 
summer at a cost of almost $4,000 for 
labor and materials. The company also 
owns the Coaster, which Mr. Harrold 
said was damaged to extent of about 
$5,000. First and highest curve, power 
plant and machine house were destroyed 
and a vacant room of the company had 
about $1,000 damage. 

Mr. Wilgus personally sustained loss 
of about $2,000 or more when the flames

Aurel Vaszin, National Amusement 
Company, said loss on the Old Mill was 
about $26,000 and that insurance on it 
had been dropped. Destroyed also was 
the $3,500 pump equipment to force 
water thru the boat canals.

New Chance in N. Y. 


And now New York City will try its 
hand at an exposition. If in 1939 it 
imitates the well-planned Chicago 1933 
exposition and avoids the blunders of 
Philadelphia in its last fiasco in this 
direction it will put on a successful 
show. We have more people here in this 
city alone than attended the Philadel- 
phia failure. It is not too soon to begin 
if we would mature plans for an expo- 
sition worthy of the event it is to com- 
memorate. 


Let us hope they take on a few ad- 
visers who know what it is all about. 
Had Chicago given our manufacturers 
as favorable consideration when negotia- 
tions were on, and which we requested, 
as were offered to us when it was too 
late to do anything, they would have 
had the best people in the business with 
them. In Chicago the midway features 
that were good were very good, but why 
not have them all good? The better 
producers cannot place their output in 
full operation overnight. A lot of valu- 
able exposition knowledge will have been 
accumulated by 1938 in time to be 
availed of for 1939. Why not put it into 
practical use? 


Eighty-one years since New York City 
had an exposition. It was successful 
when we had a population of 600,000 
and people traveled by stagecoach and 
canal boats. What can we do with our 
population of 7,000,000 people who travel 
by rail, auto bus and airplane? The 
first release on the exposition is the best 
any American show ever had. Plans 
were well matured in advance and the 
land acquired before any speculators 
had a chance to get options with which 
to impede progress and exact huge 
profits from the fund which can now go 
into developing the well-chosen site. A 
$45,000,000 show to commemorate the 
sesquicentennial of George Washington 
taking office as first President of these 
United States of America when New 
York City was the capita! of the nation. 
The personnel of the commiftee insures 
a@ success. 


Get on Band Wagon 


Here is where the Manufacturers’ 
Division gets on the band wagon for the 
amusements. In Chicago we did not get 
going, but here we shall deal with ex- 
perienced men. Let’s get together and 
capture the amusements. It is quite a 
sure shot that our national association 
will meet in New York in 1939. Why 
not? We supported it at Chicago in 
1938. The mayor of the city, governor 
of New York and President of our coun- 
try have already announced their ap- 
proval and pledged support. Our neigh- 
boring cities in New Jersey have done 
likewise. Could our manufacturers ask 
for a better purpose around which to 
concentrate our efforts? 

Never before have our manufacturers 
been offered as fair a deal on exhibits 
as Chicago is providing this year. We 
participate in the show as never before,

The Pool 
Whirl 
By NAT A. TOR

CHICAGO—Still enjoying the beauty 
of this metropolis, taking advantage of 
Indian summer to visit as many swim 
pools and beaches as possible. Of the 
many I’ve seen I still maintain that 
Chicago’s municipal pools and’ beaches 
far surpass the privately owned ones, 
and that many possibilities exist for 
energetic beach and pool men to con- 
duct successful enterprises, city opposish 
notwithstanding. 

Instead of listing various present pools 
or logical sites for new ones, let’s take 
the opposite side of the Windy City 
aquatic situation. Maybe I’ve been too 
enthusiastic about the entire setup. 
Perhaps the natural beauty of the city 
has swayed me. And mayhap I’m just 
all cockeyed when I write that Chicago 
is a grand swimming town. 


I'm afraid A. R. Hodge, secretary of 
the National Association of Amusement 
Parks, Pools and Beaches, doesn’t think 
so much of this city as having aquatic 
possibilities. According to Mr. Hodge, 
who makes his headquarters and the 
national address of the NAAPPB in 
Chicago’s Loop, there are too many free 
beaches in this city to make it profit- 
able for many more private pools or 
beaches to operate. Mebbe so, but, to 
my way of thinking, so many beautiful 
lake-front sites seem available and ap- 
propriate for swim tanks and beaches 
that it seems a shame to let them go. 


Purther, it’s always been my conten- 
tion that no matter how many free 
swim facilities there are, if you give the 
public something better, newer and dif- 
ferent you'll get them to pay for 
aquatics, even if they can get it for 
nothing elsewhere. That doesn’t mean, 
however, that you can charge as much 
as you like and get it in a town where 
you have no city competish. Swimming 
patrons are the same as any other kind 
of customers. They are willing to pay 
for something if they feel they'll get 
their money's worth. And that’s the en- 
tire thing: Give them their money's 
worth and, regardless of free swimming 
around the block, you'll get ’em. 


Of course, all this is only my opinion. 
You may think very differently on the 
subject. Perhaps you've had experience 
along this line. Im either case, I should 
like to receive an exchange of ideas on 
this. Mr. Hodge feels there is too much 
free swimming in Chicago to make many 
more commercial beaches or tanks go 
here. I believe that not only here in 
Chicago but in any place if you give 
the good ol’ John Q. Public what he 
wants, served in a better way that he 
can get it free, he won’t mind paying 
for it. What do you think? 


For some time I’ve wanted to men- 
tion possibilities of pool and beach men 
staging “Bank Nights” as business get- 
ters. To be sure, amusement parks em- 
ployed this plan of exploitation all last 
summer with a great deal of success 
and, if I recall correctly, The Billboard 
last summer described the stunt in 
Riverview Park here. But you really 
can’t imagine the power of such an 
event unless you've seen it in operation. 
And you really haven't seen a true 
“Bank Night” in operation until you 


come to Chicago. This town certainly 
has gone “Bank Night” crazy. Even the 
drug stores and cleaning establishments 
are using the idea to entice trade. 

Naturally, theaters are the capitols of 
“Bank Nights” and, believe it or don’t, 
I have yet to see a theater in Chicago 
which doesn’t feature such an attrac- 
tion, s’help me, Balaban & Katz! 
There’s no reason then why indoor pools 
shouldn't try the same stunt, especially 
in communities where theaters have 
paved the way to make citizenry 
“Bank Night” conscious. 

Lest someone feels that I’ve forgotten 
completely about the proposed high- 
diving contest to decide the champion 
of the world, may I take the liberty of 
reprinting a letter I received last week 
from Peejay Ringens, which explains 
why we haven’t heard from him for 
some time. Peejay writes from Tokyo, 
Japan: “I have just returned from the 
south of Japan to Tokyo and upon ar- 
rival here was asked if I had received 
a cable sent to me at Kobe. Not having 
received this cable, I at once got in 
touch with Kobe and discovered that 
they had forwarded your cable to Sap- 
poro. A telegram brought the cable to 
me last week. Unfortunately your tele- 
gram didn’t have the sufficient address, 
which accounted for the delay in my 
receiving same. I most surely regret 
that such a thing has happened. 

“On the other hand, I feel that I no 
doubt would have hesitated to cable 
you the amount stipulated in my pre- 
vious challenge offer, that is, $500. It 
appears that my acceptors have rushed 
into this thing with their eyes shut, as 
I don’t think they could have digested 
the full text of my challenge as it was 
issued to you.

All Hands on Deck in Fight To 
Grab Contracts for N. Y.’s W. F. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.— Interested 
amusement purveyors practically called 
a halt to their current activities to 
jockey around for the best position from 
which to shoot at contracts for the 
world’s fair proposed for the Flushing 
sector of Greater New York in 1939-’40 
in celebration of the 150th anniversary 
of the inauguration of George Washing- 
ton, thus putting it on the sesquicen- 
tennial shelf among expositions of world 
progress. 

Attraction firms from all over were in 
the vanguard of the tussle, every one of 
them reported maneuvering for atten- 
tion via political influence. Even tho 
the event is three and a half years off, 
the boys figure they may just as well 
get in on the ground floor while the 
subject is still hot. Showmen, conces- 
sioners and ride builders and operators, ° 
among scores of others in showdom, are 
in the process of sounding out munici- 
pal, State and federal agencies and 
offering their propositions. Office of 
George McAneny, financial figure, who 
is head of expo’s steering committee, is 
being bombarded as well, and ditto the 
other members of the unit, plus many 
of the celebrities whose names ? were 
printed in connection with a dinner at 
which decision to conduct such an event 
in Gotham was made. 


Chances are that no dickering with 
show business biggies will proceed un- 
til physical, commercial and industrial 
wrinkles are ironed out, and that in- 
cludes a multiple of phases, not except- 
ing the site, which, tho announced for 
the Flushing Bay area amidst a great 
transportation, airway and waterway 
network, is still only a proposal and no 
more. However, the city’s board of 
estimate has already pledged plenty in 
the way of concrete co-operation and at 
the same time put the okeh on the in- 
the-making Flushing Meadow Park 
which will house the pageant. 


April 30, day of Washington’s in- 
auguration, will mark the opening, and 
that’s about the only real definite com- 
mitment. No label has been given to 
the fair nor even indicated, but there 
are worse titles than “George Washing- 
ton Sesquicentennial,” “Father of Our 
Country World Exposition (or World’s 
Fair),” “Birth of America World's Fair” 


and, of course, “George Washington In- 
ternational Exposition of 1939,” one of 
the early billings (changing ’39 to 1932) 
of a world’s fair proposed for New York 
in 1927 for staging in 1932, a dream 
which never came off. 


Civic and business leaders are, of 
course, elated at prospects of a world’s 
fair in New York, and realty interests tn 
the proposed sector predicted a rise in 
values, long in need, they stated. Mayor 
LaGuardia went to Washington to solicit 
federal aid, and Governor Lehman is 
expected to follow suit on behalf of the 
Empire State. 


Offers of co-operation began to pour 
in from cities and State governments, 
especially from strategic points in the 
metropolitan area, including New Jer- 
sey’s largest cities.

Premiums Are Paid 


Agricultural and educational exhibits 
were possibly slightly below quality of 
other years. Premiums were paid on 
Friday, in contrast to other years, when 
winners sometimes had to wait as much 
as nine months for their money. 

The fair was handicapped by an act 
of the Legisiature which prevented a 
tax levy to make it a free fair, as it has 
been in the past. Status of the fair was 
not definite until 28 days before sched- 
uled opening and final details had to be 
completed after that. Tuisa County ap- 
propriated $25,000 for premiums and the 
fair was faced with necessity of raising 
remainder of the money thru receipts. 
Officials intimated receipts would be suf- 
ficient to take care of all expenses. 

The admission price aroused resent- 
ment among local concessioners and 
petitions were circulated asking the final 
day be made free. Some protests were 
also heard from merchants. One of the 
most successful units was the Merchants’ 
building where sales in many instances 
allowed substantial profits in addition 
to advertising gained. Attendance was 
below that of past years when the fair 
was free, but fair board members be- 
lieve it will show a gain again next year 
with the admission price more firmly 
established and with more time for 
preparation.

American Carnivals 


Association, Ine, 
By MAX COHEN 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 28. — The 
ACA office has commenced preparations 
for its second annual meeting, which 
will be held in Chicago early in Decem- 
ber. Among matters to be considered 
at the meeting is the association's legis- 
lative program for New York and other 
States for the coming year. A number 
of important items are to be taken up 
in the program, all for the benefit of 
the carnival industry, and this office 
would appreciate persons interested sub- 
mitting such suggestions as they may 
have for inclusion in the agenda of 
items to be discussed and passed on at 
the Chicago meeting 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court for the Fourth Department has 
recently decided that a showman is not 
liable for injuries sustained by one who 
was legally upon the showMan’s prem- 
ises but fell into an unguarded depres- 
sion upon premises owned by an adjoin- 
ing proprietor. 


Ajtho the decision is not particularly 
important as to the facts, it does indi- 
cate that the tendency in this State is 
to restrict the liability of showmen as 
much as possible, consistent with the 
facts. 

An interesting old-time showman re- 
cently visited in this city. Mervine 
Thompson, 80 years old, and one-time 
carnival and circus strong man, paid his 
respects to this vicinity recently. 
Thompson is best known for his previ- 
ous ability to lift 22 men at one time 

Continuing (from last issue) the dis- 
cussion of the unique business methods 
in vogue with Conklin’s All-Canadian 
Shows, it occurs to us that the pass in 
use by that organization provides in ad- 
dition to stubs for the numbered attrac- 
tions, a stub for admission to the main 
entrance. The passes are issued by the 
various departments, and the depart- 
ment issuing the pass designates its 
Name upon it, much like the type of 
passes used by many of the circuses. 
What strikes us as considerably novel is 
the fact that a 25-cent service charge is 
collected upon each pass before it is 
validated for use. 

The Conklin organization also makes 
a practice of using its own coin wrap- 
pers. Altho there is a slight expense at- 
tached to printing these wrappers, we 
believe that this method has worked out 
very satisfactorily and the favorable im- 
pression created by their use, with banks 
and business men, has been of sufficient 
good advertising value to offset the cost 
of printing. 

Another item in vogue which inter- 
ested us greatly was a form of statement 
issued weekly to each employee, and 
which includes a receipt by the employee 
for his weekly salary. These receipts 
itemize the various items making up the 
employee's salary and include such items 
as meal tickets, IOUs and charges for 
such accommodations as are furnished 
or advanced. 

In future issues of this column we will 
continue the discussion of various book- 
keeping devices and methods used by 
the Conklin Shows.

Law Vs. Law 


A clipping from a Fort Worth news- 
paper, under date of September 18, gives 
in detail a campaign on truckmen which 
appears to be a “safety drive.” However, 
the State’s attorney of that city says 
it’s something else. The Texas Railroad 
Commission, Texas Rangers, State police 
and justice of the peace have been ar- 
resting truckmen in wholesale lots for 
every kind of violation. The State's at- 
torney wants to know where the safety 
feature appears in the great number of 
arrests and therefore demands that the 
justice of the peace make refunds to 
the arrested persons. The other arrest- 
ing officers have moved their operations 
to other parts of the State. This sounds 
exactly like the workings of a railroad 
commission, but you can always depend 
upon a State’s attorney for action when 
injustice presents itself.

Section 621-A B-1651: Every vehicle 
of commercial type must have two tail

lights with a rating of 15 candle power 
each. The size must not be less than 
three inches in diameter. 


Section 633-A B-1651: No vehicle 
shall have more than two spotlights. 

Section 638-A B-1651: Vehicles must 
have a back-up light six inches in 
diameter, and it shall not be used in 
forward motion. 


Section 677-A B-1651: Vehicles with 
defective windshield prohibited from use 
of highways. 


Section 590-A B-2469: All commercial 
vehicles must have two red flares and 
two red lanterns as regular equipment. 


SPEED REGULATION — Section 515-A 
B-1658: Vehicles classed as motor trucks 
or trailers, under 16,000 pounds, 35 miles 
per hour; from 16,000 to 22,000 pounds, 
25 miles per hour, and from 22,000 to 
40,000 pounds, 15 miles per hour. 

Section 675-A B-1784: All vehicles 
purchased after January 1, 1936, must 
have safety glass in all partitions, doors, 
windows, windshields—no exemptions. 


Section 625-A B-1651: Blue lights on 
all vehicles became illegal after Septem- 
ber 14. 


Section 639-A B-1651: No signs larger 
than 24x8 inches shall be permitted on 
front of vehicles. Trucks are prohibited 
from carrying colored lights on front of 
cab. 


Parts of sections of Division 9-10-11- 
12 became effective September 14. The 
California Highway Patrol advises that 
these laws will be enforced to the letter.

RANK REYMANN thinks there is no 
need for loudspeakers on a carni- 
val—that they do nothing but make 

it tough for concessioners around them, 
which, he says, is not showManship. He 
argues that it was bad enough to put 
the loudspeaker on a corn game, but now 
that he finds them blaring on peanut 
wagons, mug stands, grab stands, cus- 
tard stands, etc., in a concession line 
he thinks there should be a halt. 


As for there being no need for loud- 
speakers on a carnival we cannot agree 
with Reymann, but we do think he is 
right when concessions having loud- 
speaking equipment are close to each 
other and one tries to drown out the 
other. This is bound to bring public re- 
action against the noise, which it right- 
fully is when a person can't distinguish 
one voice from another. The loudspeak- 
er on a pay attraction at first was 
frowned upon by some talkers because 
they felt it robbed them of their skill- 
fulness in making openings, such as im- 
pressive gestures and facial expressions, 
but they have since come to like the 
use of it beacuse of the advantage of 
being able to improve their openings by 
having notes made of what they are go- 
ing to say and glancing at these without 
being in view of the public. The loud- 
speaker has also been a boon to the 
beginner by putting him in a position 
to make an opening from a paper, ar- 
ranged by an experienced talker, out of 
view of the audience. 


Loudspeakers are a necessity on car- 
nivals, but they should not be bunched 
and there should not be too many. 
Judgment—or let’s say sound judgment 
—should be used when locating shows 
and concessions having such equipment 
so that they will be far enough apart 
Unless this is done 
unfavorable reaction of the public is, as 
we said in the beginning, bound to 
come.

UST how difficult it is going to be for 
J ride men with carnivals to get back 

to the standard admission price of 10 


cents is hard to say. Altho many pa- 
trons will remember the merchant cou- 
pon ticket and other systems of bargain 
prices, adopted as a depression measure, 
with more money continually flowing 
into the hands of the common class, 
upon which riding devices depend prin- 
cipally, there should not be much trou- 
ble in restoring the old price. 


Big Eli News, house organ of the Eli 
Bridge Company, thinks it’s now time 
to take such a step and makes the fol- 
lowing suggestion: 


“Merchant coupon tickets and other 
systems of bargain prices for riding de- 
vices were adopted several years ago by 
many owners as an emergency measure 
during depression times. Three ride 
tickets or four ride tickets for 10 
cents accompanied by a _ merchant's 
coupon have been quite extensively 
used in various parts of the country. 
Some ride men bitterly opposed this 
System, while others explained to us 
it was the only way they had of 
paying expenses when money was scarce 
and ride patronage hard to secure. 


“There were some merits to their 
statements because there was a shortage 
of money in the hands of the middle 
class and a special inducement had to 
be offered to get patronage. When 
crowds were there to ride to have patrons 
on the rides even. at bargain prices was 
better than for the rides to stand idle, 
which is a poor advertisement for any 
equipment of this kind. 


“But now with the emergency past 
and conditions showing regular improve- 
ment as most of you have reported, isn't 
it about time to go back to the stand- 
ardized price of at least 10 cents on the 
Merry-Go-Round, Big Eli Wheel, Chair- 
plane, Tilt-a-Whirl and other rides? We 
will all admit that riding patrons at 
from 2% cents to 3% cents per ticket 
will not continuously pay expenses and 
pay proper returns on ride investments. 


“Many ride owners tell us it is very 
difficult to play behind other ride men 
who have used coupon tickets. Local 
people have been educated to three or 
four rides for a dime and consequently 
they object to paying 10 cents straight 
for each ride. But with money more 
plentiful shouldn’t they be required to 
pay a nominal rate to the riding device 
owner who gives them value received 
for their money?”

I think it would serve a useful pur- 
pose if I enumerated some of the dif- 
ficulties and snags in the importation 
of pinball tables into Great Britain. 

As is well known to all manufac- 
turers, there is a duty of 25 per cent. 
This duty is payable in the following 
way: On the price of the machine at 
Chicago factories, plus the cost of trans- 
portation to port, i. e., freight charges 
from Chicago to New York, handling 
charges from New York to Stavey, plus 
the freight. 


The customs in Great Britain is a 
semi-government department and runs 
entirely on its own. To pass any goods 
to the customs complicated forms have 
to be filled out and the employer alone 
or his authorized agent can sign this. 
For this purpose the customs require 
to see an invoice of the cost price and 
all the itemized charges for freight, in- 
surance, etc. Should there be the slight- 
est error this leads to delay in clearing. 

Also we have the Trade Marks Regis- 
tration Act. A certain article may be 
registered in Great Britain under the 
Trade Mark Act. If a pin table has any 
such item with the registered mark on 
the case the customs will hold up the 
whole of the shipment and notify the 
holder of the largest trade-mark article. 
It is then up to the consignee to make 
arrangements with the holder of the 
trade-mark to allow his goods to come 
in. This is difficult in a lot of cases 
and entails invariably a lot of trouble 
and delay to the consignee. There are 
two or three items used in pin tables 
that have registered under trade-mark 
act of Great Britain: 


1. Certain types of batteries. 
da bulbs.

Editor Issues 


Reply to Mayor 


To the Editor: “The following editorial 
on ‘Training the Youth’ appeared in 
The Daily Messenger, of Greenville, Tex., 
September 19. The editor is J. A. Phil- 
lips. This is the first time an editor has 
had the nerve to write an editorial in 
favor of the legitimate pinball operators 
in Texas. This editorial is interesting, 
due to the fact that Greenville has 
been closed for several months to every 
type of amusement game. J. P. Turner 
and another operator named Emerson 
obtained an injunction against the 
mayor, who hes been responsible for 
banning the games, and then the 
mayor issued a rane statement saying 
that he was trying to protect the morals 
of the youth. The editorial came as a 
reply to the mayor.”—Harry Drollinger, 
Dallas. 

TRAINING THE YOUTH 

“When a marble-machine operator 
gets an injunction against the mayor 
and his police force offering interfer- 
ence until legal status of the machine, 
duly taxed and authorized by the State 
is adjudicated, our mayor rushes into 
print upholding the morals in favor of 
the youth of the land, with a purely 
political noise the basic idea. 

“Now this sounds good and-might be 
800d politics if the mayor had not made 
such a glorious mess of the school pro- 
gram, which is supported for the youth 
—the abuse for political gain not sound 
in morals. 

“Then we wonder if the mayor ever 
read the Texas lottery law, which reads: 
‘Any scheme for the distribution of 
prizes by chance is lottery’ and then we 
further wonder if he has ever discovered 
that there is just a slight bit of ‘chance’ 
in the prizes regularly distributed at 
picture shows, where children are great 
patrons. Also drug-store prizes to 
school children indicate that ‘chance’ 1s 
heavily involved. 

“The Messenger is ready to fight for 
the youth and has consistently fought 
these chance games for more than a 
quarter of a century. We also have 
read many pleas ‘for the youth’ and 
for the ‘deer peepul’ by office holders 
and office seekers that were just about 
as consistent as this effort of the mayor 
to try a court case as a political issue. 

“When a matter goes to court for 
adjudication and is set down for early 
hearing this type of political bunk does 
small credit to even a professional poli- 
ticlan and appears wholly out of order 
by a man who has abused the school 
situation, evidently for political gain, as 
has our mayor. 

“Somebody might hunt up the dis- 
trict attorney, the county attorney and 
the mayor's city attorney and read that 
Texas lottery low to them which clear- 
ly says: ‘Any scheme for the distribu- 
tion of prizes by chance is lottery’ and 
ask them to give us some information 
on that concerning ‘protecting the 
youth.’ 

“The district judge is possibly as ca- 
pable of passing on the machine as the 
mayor. Anyhow, while the mayor's pub- 
licity record on his school politics, with 
the 5-cent economy ‘great saving to the 
people,’ just fails to establish him as 
such a wonderful friend of the school 
children and patrons, except as needed 
for political preferment, it would appear 
decent to let the courts try this machine 
case.”

Lifting of premium ban by Federal liquor board opens 
big field—expect to exceed 1929 volume this year— 
coinmen hope for liberal view

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—The New York Times relates that premium merchan- 
dise will be used this year to supplement promotional efforts in wholesale and 
retail selling to an extent never before equaled in the industry's history, accord- 


ing to Howard W. Dunk, 


secretary of the Premium Advertising Association of 


America, sponsor of the Atlantic Coast Premium Buyers’ Exposition, which opened 


at the Hotel Pennsylvania September 23. 
conviction that 1935-’36 sales volume will amount to 450,000,000. 


premium sales volume was $300,000,000,” 
he explained. “It stood around that 
figure until late last year, when a num- 
ber of additional industries began to 
take up the distribution of premiums. 
As a result, 1934-’35 sales came to 
$350,000,000 and the coming year will sce 
this total raised by $100,000,000. 


“A telegram received late today from 
Washington assures the premium manu- 
facturers that new Federal Alcohol Ad- 
ministration has lifted the previous ban 
against distribution of premiums by 
brewers and distillers to retail custom- 
ers,” Mr. Dunk continued. “This opens 
a vast new field for the merchandising 
of premiums and will contribute largely 
to bringing the total sales to an all-time 
high.” 

Other industries which are now going 
into premium distribution as a means 
of backing up advertising campaigns in 
newspapers, Mr. Dunk continued, are 
manufacturers of rugs, insurance com- 
panies, coal dealers, manufacturers of 
major electrical appliances such as wash- 
ing machines and refrigerators, producers 
of kitchen cabinets and related merchan- 
dise. 

More than 110 manufacturers, pro- 
ducing merchandise ranging from card- 
board cut-outs of popular comic-strip 
characters to elaborate smoking stands, 
cocktail sets and electrical appliances, 
exhibited merchandise for the inspec- 
tion of premium buyers. 

Buying was much freer than at any 
exhibit since the inception of NRA. Un- 
certainty regarding code regulations 
against premiums put a decided check on 
large-scale commitments last year, it 
was said. With the recovery codes ruled 
out of existence, manufacturers are 
showing no hesitancy in closing con- 
tracts for deliveries covering periods of 
three months to one year. 

Contracts reported closed yesterday in- 
cluded one of more than $1,000,000 by a 
leading soap manufacturer, a %500,000 
contract by a group of retail stores which 
will distribute jelly molds and other 
small items to retail customers, a 
$200,000 contract by a producer of flour 
and a $100,000 deal by a tobacco com- 


ny. 

The liberalizing of sentiment on the 
use of premiums in the liquor trade is 
expected to bring some encouragement 
to the amusement games trade also. 
Amusement games and diggers have pro- 
vided an important new market for nov-

elty and premium merchandise of all 
kinds, but legal obstacles have prevented 
the markket from expanding into the 
vast proportions that it might otherwise 
do without this hindrance. 


Hoke Expects Two Patents 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—It has been 
reported here that Harry H. Hoke Jr., of 
the Coin Machine Exchange Service, is 
expecting patents very soon which he 
says wiil be “very important to the ccin- 
machine industry.” 


He filed claims for patent on a game 
in 1931, Known as the Em-Hi game. The 
most important patent, Mr. Hoke thinks, 
will be that on a target-practice ma- 
chine. A total of 24 claims were made 
on this invention. He had some hard 
contests on this idea, he says, but that 
all claims have been allowed. A work- 
ing model was placed on location for 
six months but was watched so closely 
by representatives of manufacturers 
that the device was removed. 

Mr. Hoke says that he has been in 
contact with a large manufacturer about 
making the game. He is planning a 
pleasure trip to New York City and the 
East, and will not close a deal on the 
machine until he visits Chicago some 
time in September. Hoke has been a 
reader of The Billboard for many years 
and says that he recently made more 
than $1,000 profit by handling a ma- 
chine which had been advertised in 
space costing not more than $10. “If 
one distributor made that much profit, 
what did the manufacturer make?” he 
asks. 


Boyle Back From Trip 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 28.-—James 
Boyle, owner and manager of the Boyle 
Amusement Company, recently returned 
from an extended trip thru Cuba and 
Panama. It was strictly a vacation for 
Mr. Boyle and he reports a swell trip 
during every minute of his stay. “I’m 
thoroly rested up now and ready for the 
biggest fall and winter business in our 
history,” he said this week.

The following article appeared in The 
Westchester (N. Y.) Home Life, subur- 
ban news magazine, and is an example 
of good local publicity for sportlends: 

“PIN MONEY” 

“The year 1935 has seen pinball games 
accepted by the general public as a very 
definite field of amusement. No other 
nickel game offers quite so much for 
so little, and at the same time leaves 
so much room for individual expression 
in the design and construction of the 
game. It is this very same individual 
expression that is the claim to fame of 
Irving (Sonney) Barnowsky, of Port 
Chester. Altho Mr. Barnowsky is very 
young in years, he operates a pinball 
game establishment all his own in the 
newspaper and stationery store owned 
by his parents at 14 South Main street 
in Port Chester. His business reeks with 
individuality. There are many various 
Play boards, some absolutely exclusive 
in style. A few are electrically equipped 
with trick gadgets that light up on the 
slightest provocation. For the small 
sum of 5 cents, one nickel, it is possible 
to play a round of golf, without the 
aid of a caddy, take either or both sides 
of a baseball game and strike out at 
will, drive thru traffic or ring che ‘Lib- 
erty Bell’ all with suitable sound and 
lighting effects. When we saw young 
Mr. Barnowsky he was in the midst cf 
short circuits, shunts, points and vari- 
ous other electrical predicaments. Most 
of the games he operates are of his own 
design, and the redeeming feature of 
it all is that the success of the pinball 
business has been a direct result of the 
small individual operators who are in 
the business to make a living and who 
prefer to operate their own little busi- 
ness with as little trouble as possible 
on an honorable basis. None of them 
have any desire to support a racket. It 
is a legitimate enterprise with an outlet 
for a bit of self-expression on the side.”

(Continued from preceding page) 
hurts, evidently propose to cash in on 
the colossal recovery investment. The 
time to start seems to be now. We 
anticipate constantly increasing linage 
records, with excellent schedules run- 
ning up to and thru the Christmas 
shopping season. At base there is solid 
improvement in both manufacturing 
and retail business, and Secretary of 
Agriculture Henry A. Wallace has told 
us that farm cash income in 1935 will 
probably jump to $6,700,000,000, con- 
trasting with %4,333,000,000 in 1932. 
Washington says there is a prospect that 
the total national income in the current 
year, meaning aggregate wages, salaries, 
dividends, interest, royalties received by 
the American people, will be $15,000,- 
000,000 to $18,000,000,000 greater than in 
1933, and the national income was up 
$5,000,000.000 in 1934, according to 
official reports. 

“We find the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association estimating increases 
of 10 to 15 per cent in retail business 
due this fall, and the increases ‘may 
climb even higher.’ The dry goods and 
specialty merchants in the association 
are spending $144,000,000 in moderniza- 
tion programs this year. ‘It may quite 
logically be anticipated that newspaper 
linage this fall will also imcrease, re- 


flecting in part the percentage increases 
in retail sales,” says Channing E. 
Sweitzer, managing director of the asso- 
ciation. 


“Jerome D. Barnum, president of the 
American Association of Newspaper Pub- 
lishers, said this week: ‘The emergency 
period is over. Business can go ahead 
just from the natural demand for goods 
in a stricken world after six years of 
trying depression.’ 


“General Foods Corporation advises 
that production in that industry has 
been lagging back of consumption, re- 
ducing inventories and ‘creating an ex- 
cellent technical position which should 
doubtless result in excellent business for 
the next several months. Our adver- 
tising will most assuredly go on as 
usual.’ 


“The automobile makers, setting a 
surprising pace this year, now seem cer- 
tain to reach the 3,000,00-unit mark in 
production by early October, and output 
for the full year is estimated at 3,525,000 
cars and trucks. The estimate seems 
reasonable in view of the industry's 
plans to hold a second series of auto- 
mobile shows in November, thus launch- 
ing the 1936 models two full months 
earlier than the usual procedure. If the 
estimate is fulfilled it will mean that 
the industry has equaled the output of 
1930—a year when the depression had 
barely been felt. 

“In the nation’s stock markets the 
advance has been under way ever since 
March, and the portent thereof has been 
confirmed by rising business indices on 
every hand. The average prices on the 
New York Stock Exchange have risen to 
the highest levels since the fall of 1931, 
thus wiping out the effects of the 1932 
plunge and the recurrent setbacks that 
have followed. Financial editors have 
made it plain that speculative buying 
played a rather small part in this, the 
main impulse coming from investors 
with funds clamoring to be put to work. 

“Radio Manufacturers expect that 
there will be a gain of a million receiver 
sets in the year. Twenty-five per cent 
of the 21,545,000 radio sets now in use 
are said to be in varying stages of 
obsolescence. 

“Electric refrigeration, oil heating, air 
conditioning, electrical appliances, home 
building, modernization and home re- 
furnishing businesses are reported from 
many sides as enjoying marked improve- 
ment, in instances a genuine boom. 
The sound of the steam shovel and 
riveter is again heard, and construction 
business is the best since 1930.” 


Sample Sent by Airplane 


AURORA, Ill., Sept. 28—Ted Stoner 
recently speeded the first sample of his 
new Five-and-Ten game to Chicago in 
his own plane. The game was directed 
to the Atlas Novelty Company, distribu- 
tor in Chicago for the Stoner Corpora- 
tion products. 

Stoner said that he had frequently 
found it advantageous to make speedy 
deliveries by plane. The Stoner insignia 
is attractively painted 6n the sides of 
the plane. In 15 minutes after a phone 
call from Chicago a machine ¢an be 
delivered at the municipal airport in 
that city. 


Trial Brings Guarantee 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Bill Blatt, the 
“little Napoleon” of the Supreme Vend- 
ing Company, Inc., is “riding to town” 
with the Rapid Transit, according to his 
own reports released this week. 

Biil says that the tirm is so enthused 
with what the first few carloads of the 
games have done on location that it is 
placing back of them the full and un- 
conditional guarantee of the firm. He 
also states that he has never yet re- 
ceived a game which has appealed to the 
players and operators as much as thls 
one. He believes that Rapid Transit 
will be an outstanding hit of the year. 

The firm will soon have received the 
fourth carload of these games within a 
period of two weeks. The game was 
shown for the first time at the Utica 
booth of the firm. 
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Skill Games 
Are Defined 


Louisiana court draws close 
line on games and permits 
prizes 


LAKE CHARLES, La., 28.— 
Granting a permanent injunction 
against the city prohibiting interference 
with stationary type pinball machines, 
District Judge Mark C. Pickrel held in 
an opinion here this week that pinball 
tables which permit a player to test 
his skill without the interference of a 
device that prevents the marble from 
following a calculated course are with- 
in the law and cannot be molested. 


The mere insertion of a coin in a slot 
or the payment of a prize for skill does 
not constitute gambling, Judge Pickrel 
said. However, he warned that tables 
which bring a mechanical or electrical 
device into play to deflect the marble 
from its course will be classed as gam- 
bling machines. 


Owners of 55 machines operating in 
Lake Charles figured in three consoli- 
dated injunction suits against the city 
which led to the decision and of these 
fewer than 15 machines were listed as 
having such devices. The plaintiffs were 
Harry A. Mitchell, of Lake Charles; Al- 
vin T. Morgan, of Iowa, and Ector R. 
Gammage, of West Lake. La. All had 
contended that the machines were ex- 
clusively games of skill, not involved in 
any element of chance and on which 
they paid a State license tax of $5 for 
each machine. 


In his nine-page opinion and decision 
the judge said: “All of the machines, or 
practically all of those involved in the 
suit, provide for the payment of prizes 
upon the player making a certain score. 
One sufficiently skilled can, with a 
great degree of accuracy, determine the 
ultimate stopping place of the marble 
which he propels. 

“One does not gamble by inserting a 
coin in the slot. It costs the player 
no more to win or to make a high score 
than it does to make a low score. For 
the nickel which he spends the player 
is given an opportunity to propel or

shoot a certain number of balls onto 
the inclined plane. The player knows 
in every instance what he will receive 
for his nickel. The only question is 
whether he is able, by his skill, to win a 
prize.” 

Judge Pickrel said that the courts 
have repeatedly held that a billiard 
table is not a gambling device and that 
the game is one of skill. 

“There is a great similarity between 
the game of billiards and the game 
played on the marble table,” he stated. 
“In the game of billiards the ball is 
stroked by a cue; on the marble table it 
is stroked with a plunger. 

“This court is of the opinion that it 
would not be unlawful to post prizes for 
high consecutive runs on a billiard 
table, just as it is of the opinion that 
it is nct unlawful to post prizes for high 
scores in shooting galleries or the win- 
ner of foot races.” 

The trouble started when Mayor J. A. 
Trotti, defendant in the injunction 
suits, ordered Chief of Police Iles to 
seize all machines, saying in his seizure 
order that all coin machines which paid 
coupons or mints in return are prohibit- 
ed by law. 


Liquor Control 
Bills Approved 


AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 28—The house 
liquor traffic committee refused to 
choose between bills to regulate liquor 
sales and reported all proposals favor- 
ably. This means an interesting con- 
test in the house sessions. 

The vote was unanimous and came 
efter a two-hour general hearing on 
control measures. Bills reported included 
an absolute State monopoly over all 
sales, a monopoly over wholesale trans- 
actions and a system of licensed dealers 
with sales by drinks in bona fide hotels, 
restaurants and dining cars. 

Authors will be permitted to perfect 
their bills bfeore they are printed. 

Coinmen are vitally interested in the 
liquor control program as it may affect 
their games and music machines. A 
system of licensed dealers would natu- 
rally provide many stores as locations 
for various games and music machines. 
Someone is reported to have dug up an 
ancient statute which prohibits music 
in places selling liquor. 

Information was released on law mak- 
ing in Texas to show that during the 
124-day regular session of the State 
Legislature each bill passed cost the 
taxpayers $1,040. The Legislature passed 
an average of slightly more than four 
bills per day during the session. 


Two Pin Cases 
Are Dismissed 


CHICAGO, Sept. 28. — Dismissal of 
two cases against the operation of pin- 
ball games was secured in municipal 
court here this week after a hearing. 


Judge Holland declared that the 
games are skill devices and dismissed 
the charges. Prizes had been given with 
the games in each case and this knotty 
question was involved in the hearings. 
N. A. Lawrence represented the defend- 
ants in the cases. 

Extracts of his legal brief in defense 
of prizes with games of skill were re- 
cently published in The Billboard. 


Florida Slot 
Tax Is Legal 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Sept. 28.—An As- 
sociated Press dispatch says that the 
Florida Supreme Court yesterday ap- 
proved a legislative act legalizing and 
taxing slot machines and similar devices 
to raise an estimated $1,000,000 annually. 

Such machines, said the court in a 
4 to 1 decision, are not within the pro- 
visiens of a section of the State consti- 
tution prohibiting lotteries. 

The court held the legal definition of 
lottery means something that affects the 
entire community or county, rather than 
the individual citizen.

Appeal in Daily Double 


CHICAGO, Sept. 28—An interesting 
sight in the Daval Manufacturing Com- 
pany plant this week was the stacks of 
table games crated to ship to foreign 
countries. It was a bit unusual to see 
a pile of crates with shipping tags show- 
ing the destination to be Bombay. 
Shipments to England were in carload 
lots. The plant was busy in every de- 
partment turning out table games and 
the popular Penny Pack counter reel 
machine. 

A. 8S. Douglis, president, stated that 
the demand for pinball games was very 
encouraging at this season and that it 
was not possible to supply the present 
calls for games with a real player appeal 
and that were mechanically all right. 

The Daval firm maintains two ex- 
perimental rooms and in one the Daily 
Double table game is nearing completion 
and will soon be put into the production 
line. This game offers racing appeal 
and has a unique arrangement at the 
top of the field whereby three small 
sectional fields, miniature pin games in 
themselves, replay a game when certain 
scores are made on the main field. Elec- 
tric kickers put the ball into play in the 
miniature fields. The three miniature 
fields are marked to win, place and 
show, and scoring holes in these fields 
are marked to indicate the odds. 

The firm also has ready a small 
counter game which combines a dice 
game and also a pin field. Dice table 
revolves and then the player shoots the 
marble to match dice score. This little 
game is very attractively designed and 
promises to be popular, 


New Playing Boards Out 


CHICAGO, Sept. 28.—Exhibit Supply 
Company announces two new playing 
fields. for its ticket games. Both boards 
are furnished either for regular 10-ball 
ticket or payoff games or for the new 
one-shot table. With these two new 
boards, Exhibit now offers three differ- 
ent boards that are interchangeable in 
the one-shot table.

It is manufactured by the Korth Novelty 
Company, located at 668 Marine avenue, 
Senta Monica, Calif., and is called Korth 
Trigger Plunger. The new device shoots 
the balls with machine-gun precision 
and speeds up the play on the game con- 
siderably. 

The new Korth Trigger Plunger can be 
placed on any pin games as standard 
equipment or can easily be substituted 
on games that are already equipped with 
other plungers. 

The hair-trigger action at any tension 
is very amusing, the plunger shoots like 
a gun, but at the same time player has 
the control of the ball at all times.
